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Report of the Annual Town Meeting 
and Election of 1961 
Annual Town Meeting Held March 6 and 7 
Annual Election Held March 14 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting’ Mem- 
bers met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, on Mon- 
day, March 6, 1961 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the articles therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 
Walter T. Malley Herve C. Houde 
Chauncey L. Crocker 


Officers in attendance were: 
John L. Ferreira Elmer F. White 


Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:24 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted with 170 announced pres- 
ent and a quorum declared present, the necessary number to constitute 
a quorum for this meeting being 129. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. John J. Van Strien, Pastor of the 
Waquoit Congregational Church. 


The hour of the meeting on Tuesday and subsequent meetings was 
decided to be 7:30 o’clock p.m. at the same place. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant except 
Article 1 (Elections) would be called and the substance of each Article 
would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the call as to 
those Articles in which there were no controversies or debates, or in- 
formation desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt 
the recommendations of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning 
Articles the recommendations of the Planning Board as the action of 
the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated the articles were the same as shown 
in the printed booklet constituting the report of the Finance Committee, 
a copy of which is in possession of every Town Meeting Member.

WHEREAS during this time she served as first grade teacher in the Vil- 
lage School from the time it was first occupied in 1932 until January 
20, 1936, at which time she became Principal of the School and still 
serves in that capacity to this day, and 
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WHEREAS she has endeared herself in the hearts of the people of Fal- 
mouth for her unselfish, untiring devotion to the education of our 
children, 


BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED that the name of the present Village 
School be changed to the Margaret A. Mullen School.

WHEREAS upon petition of William G. Mullen and others this meeting 
has been requested to rezone said property to allow lots of not less 
than 20,000 square feet and whereas William G. Mullen is now de- 
sirous of requesting indefinite postponement of this said article, 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT: While this meeting reaffirms the intent and 
spirit of the zoning by-law to have this property zoned for 40,000 
square foot lots, that it is the sense of this meeting that the meeting 
is not unalterably opposed to the granting by the Board of Appeals

B. By adding and inserting, in the first line of paragraph (e) of Section 
16 thereof, the words “apartment hotel or apartment house” so that 
the said paragraph (e) shall then read as follows: 

“(e) HOTEL YARDS. A hotel, apartment hotel or apartment house 
containing over two and one-half stories shall have a front yard 
of not less than fifty feet in depth, a back yard of not less than 
one hundred feet in depth, and side yards equal in width to the 
distance of the highest point of the roof above the average grade 
at the building.”

The 
recommendation was for the adoption of this article for the following 
reason: 
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The existing Business District in this area is only 75 feet wide, set 
back 25 feet from the street. The B. D. Fleet property referred to in 
the article extends 250 feet back from the street (Town Meeting vote of 
1947). This article will extend this existing 250 ft. depth of Business 
District southerly to Beagle Lane. A majority of the Board does not 
feel that this will be objectionable. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law and so record 
on the Zoning Map by widening the business zone on the westerly side 
of Main Street, Teaticket, from Beagle Lane to the B. D. Fleet property 
from the existing 100 feet in depth to 250 feet in depth. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 56. To see if the Town will vote to change that parcel of 
land on the westerly side of Falmouth Heights Avenue to a business 
district from a general Residential district in which district the property 
is presently zoned and so record on the Zoning Plan or map of the 
Town, said certain parcel of land being bounded and described as follows:

The subject parcel is adjoined on two sides by existing Business Dis- 
trict. Much of the land does not appear suitable for residential use. The 
change appears reasonable, provided that a 25 foot set-back of the Busi- 
ness District is established on Falmouth Heights Road, to conform with 
other properties to the South. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law, and so record

The plans of the principals sponsoring this article are apparently in 
a vague and nebulous state. Unless or until the Board can be convinced 
of the merits and soundness of definite plans for the proposed develop- 
ment of this large area, it must oppose this change. 


The subject parcel abuts a Business District to the North, is across 
the street from the new housing for the elderly on the South, across the 
street from the Town Marina park to the East, and abuts occupied resi- 
dential property to the West. The Board feels that creation of a Business 
District in this area, at least for the present, would be most unwise.

The 
recommendation was for the adoption of this article for the following 
reason: 


The change of this parcel from a General and a Single Residence 
“C” District to a Business District set back from the roadways by a Pub- 
lic Use District was made in relation to a specific plan for development 
of a shopping center. Since that time, no development has taken place 
on the site, but a very substantial shopping center is nearing completion 
within 600 yards on the opposite side of the same major highway. 


Under these conditions, it would appear highly unlikely that this 
parcel can or will ever be developed as planned. Since roadside busi- 
nesses on this parcel are not permitted under the zoning, and would not, 
in any case, be desirable in this location from a planning standpoint, the 
Board feels that this parcel should be returned to residential status. The 
Board does not approve of the creation, or re-creation, of any additional 
General Residence Districts within the town, and therefor proposes that 
the entire parcel be changed to Single Residence District “C’’, to conform 
with the area abutting to the Northwest. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by adding and inserting, in Section 26 thereof, after the words 
“Architectural Review Board’, the words “or any other administrative 
official or body” so that the said Section 26 shall then read as follows: 


“Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Building Inspector to 
issue a permit under the provisions of this by-law, or by a decision of 
the Building Inspector or Architectural Review Board or any other ad- 
ministrative official or body made under the provisions of this by-law, 
may appeal under the provisions of Chapter 40A, of the General Law.” 

On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read,to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 6 for the following 
reason: 


In the past, there have been occasions in which parties aggrieved by 
decisions of an official or body other than the Building Inspector were 
unable to make any appeal from such decisions because the By-Law 
provided for appeal from a negative decision (refusal) only. The Board 
believes that the right of appeal from any decision, positive or negative, 
should be provided in all cases, and therefor proposes the above amend- 
ment. 
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Voted, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-Law by adding and 
inserting, in Section 26 thereof, after the words “Architectural Review 
Board”, the words “or any other administrative official or body” so that 
the said Section 26 shall then read as follows: 


“Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Building Inspector to 
issue a permit under the provisions of this by-law, or by a decision of 
the Building Inspector or Architectural Review Board or any other ad- 
ministrative official or body made under the provisions of this by-law, 
may appeal under the provisions of Chapter 40A, of the General Law.” 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law, and so record on the Zoning Map by changing from a Single Resi- 
dence District A (RA) to a Single Residence District B (RB) certain 
areas bounded and described as follows: 


1. A strip two hundred (200) feet deep on both the Easterly and 
Westerly sides of Woods Hole Road, bounded on the North by the exist- 
ing RB District at Quissett Four Corners and on the South by the exist- 
ing RB District boundary parallel to and 600 feet Northerly from F. R. 
Lillie Road. 


2. A strip 200 feet deep on the Southeasterly side of Woods Hole 
Road bounded on the Northeast by the existing RB District to the North- 
east of the J. T. Johnstone property, and on the Southwest by the existing 
RB District Southerly of the Talbot Howe property. 


3. A strip 200 feet deep on the Northwest side of Woods Hole Road 
bounded on the Northeast by the right-of-way of the New Haven Rail- 
road, and on the South by the existing Agricultural District comprising 
the John R. Peterson property. 


4. All of the existing RA District lying Southwesterly of a line per- 
pendicular to the Southeasterly side of Waquoit Highway (Route 28) at 
the intersection of Seapit Road. 


5. A strip 200 feet deep on the Easterly and Southeasterly side of 
Waquoit Highway (Route 28) bounded on the Northeast by the existing 
Business District of Clifton Van Dyke and a line being the Southeasterly 
extension of the Southwesterly boundary of said Business District, and 
on the Southwest by a line perpendicular to the Southeasterly side of 
Waquoit Highway (Route 28) at the intersection of Seapit Road, (thus 
coming contiguous to the RB District created by the preceding para- 
graph 5 above). 


6. A strip 200 feet deep on the Westerly and Northwesterly side of 
Waquoit Highway (Route 28) bounded on the Northeast by the existing 
Business District Southwesterly of Metoxit Road, and on the Southwest 
by Child’s River. 

On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its reeommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 7 for the 
following reason: 


Although this article is on petition of the Planning Board, the idea 
did not originate with the Board. At the hearing on this article, it re- 
ceived no support, and there was substantial opposition to details of the 
proposal and to the principle involved. The Board is now convinced 
that these changes would not be beneficial to the Town and should not 


be made. 
Voted, indefinitely postponed. 
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Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to acquire by purchase or 


taking for Parking Purposes that certain parcel of land bounded as fol- 
lows: 


Northerly by Katharine Lee Bates Road, 78.91 feet;

Westerly by land of Samuel E. Mishara et al Trs., 26.90 feet. 


Containing 2228 sq. ft, and appropriate from Excess and Deficiency 
Account, or other available sources, such sum of money as is necessary 
for said purpose. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, indefinitely postponed. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from Excess 
and Deficiency Account, or other available sources, a sum of money for 
the construction of Ter Heun Drive a distance of 1600 feet westerly from 
Palmer Avenue, said sum to include the cost of the grade crossing and the 
installation of flashing light protection.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1961. 


Twelve regular and four special meetings were held 
during the year, including twelve hearings on subdivision 
plans and zoning matters. One hundred and seventeen plans 
were submitted to the Board for action. Members of the 
Board have met with other groups and Town bodies on 
various occasions. 


The Board’s proposal to ban parking on one side of Main 
Street and circulate traffic one-way around the Village Green- 
Queen’s Buyway area as a means of improving summer traffic 
conditions was tried for one week only, and rescinded at the 
request of the business community which it was intended to 
benefit. The Board feels that such rescission was premature, 
and that the plan would have proven its value if given a fair 
chance. One successful phase of this program was the placing 
of signs indicating free, off-street parking areas, which seem 
to have been helpful. 


The middle section of Katharine Lee Bates Road has been 
completed, and with the filing of a new layout of the Westerly 
section by the County Commissioners, the way now appears 
clear for completion of this important road, held up last year 
by litigation. Post Office Road and hardening of the adja- 
cent parking lot have been completed. 


The Board has requested layout and construction of a 
twenty-five foot roadway from Walker to Shore Streets, be- 
hind the business blocks South of Main Street, and feels that 
this proposal has a good chance of being accepted by Town 
Meeting. Further Easterly extension of Katharine Lee Bates 
Road to connect with Dillingham Avenue has appeared to be 
impractical. The Board feels that essentially the same bene- 
fit can be derived by widening Gifford Street ten feet from 
Dillingham Avenue to Main Street, the layout of which was 
voted last year. Town Meeting will also be asked to vote funds 
for this construction. 
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The Board has been concerned over the growing number 
of ‘‘off-premises” roadside signs, and is proposing regulatory 
measures to be included in the Zoning By-Law. 


Following up last year’s request for a long-range capital 
budget survey and program, the Board has worked with the 
Finance Committee and the planning consultant hired to 
assist in this matter. It is expected that the report on this 
subject will be presented to Town Meeting, and that this 
year’s recommended appropriations will reflect the results of 
the survey.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Personnel Board met and held twelve regular and 
nineteen special meetings during 1961 and acted upon many 
requests for step-rate increases and job reclassifications. 
Within the past year the Board also created the following 
positions: Working Superintendent (Forestry), Dog Officer- 
Game Warden (Selectmen), General Maintenance Man (High- 
way). A request for change in title of the position of Assistant 
Town Clerk-Treasurer resulted in the new title of Executive 
Secretary (Town Clerk-Treasurer). 


The Board had recommended Article 13 which had been 
inserted by the Town Employees Association in the 1961 An- 
nual Town Meeting warrant, subject of which was amend- 
ment of the Salary Administration Plan whereby one member 
of the Personnel Board shall be an employee of the Town. 
The Town Employees Association proposed that their associ- 
ation would submit the names of three employees to the 
Moderator, and he would appoint one of those three to serve 
on the Personnel Board. In an effort to unite mutual under- 
standing and a co-operative relationship between the two 
bodies, the Personnel Board therefore respectfully requested 
the Town’s consideration and decision on the recommenda- 
tion. The town’s people were not receptive to the proposal, 
however, and the article was therefore voted indefinitely post- 
poned. 


It was found necessary to publish a memorandum to 
familiarize all department heads with the procedure that 
must be followed in submitting requests for step rate in- 
creases or amendment to the Salary Administration Plan. It 
was felt that strict adherence to these requirements would 
result in greater efficiency as well as fairness in issuing salary 
increases on a more desirable basis. 


The Board commenced a study of all job classifications 
within the Salary Administration Plan. A survey of the 
laborer classifications was made and was about to be incor- 
porated within the framework of the Plan when a volume 
of requests for reclassification ensued in connection with 
clerical positions. The Board therefore made arrangements 
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to hire a professional administrative consultant who has now 
submitted a completed report regarding clerical positions in 
the Plan. With the availability of funds, the Board expects 
to have a professional review of all other positions completed 
within the coming year. 


The Board is pleased to have been honored with the 
privilege of having one of its members, Dr. Arthur Nutt, 
elected as one of the Directors of the Massachusetts Munic- 
ipal Personnel Boards Association, Inc. 


The Board has submitted an article in the 1962 Annual 
Town Meeting warrant requesting formal amendment of the 
Plan to include various changes which have occurred during 
the past year.

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Tuberculosis subsidies amounted to $205.01, making the 
total receipts for the year $344.01. 


A total of seventeen premature babies born alive were re- 
ported to this department in 1961. Financial assistance was 
given to four infants whose parents were unable to assume 
responsibility for the hospitalization. 


All barns were inspected and the annual census of live- 
stock was completed in December and forwarded to the State 
Department of Public Health. 


A supply of serums and vaccines is kept in the office 
under refrigeration and is available to the doctors in the 
town without cost. 


Anyone wishing their well water tested may contact this 
office and the water is taken to the Barnstable County Labo- 
ratory. 


The regulations for collecting garbage and refuse can be 
obtained at the Board of Health office. Householders and 
businessmen should acquaint themselves with the rules. 


Throughout the year, restaurants, stores and school cafe- 
terias were inspected several times by the County Sanitary 
Inspector and the local Health Officer. 


Complaints on garbage and refuse collections have been 
very few. Morin & Son do an excellent job and have co- 
operated fully with the Board of Health.

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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department 


To: Board of Health 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts 


For the second consecutive year, no cases of paralytic 
poliomyelitis were reported. The immunization program 
against this disease has been continued, and a fifth dose of 
vaccine has been given to children in the first grades and 
kindergartens, who entered school in September. Approxi- 
mately one half of the schools in the County were covered 
during the fall sessions and the remainder will be covered 
early in 1962. 


As a special project, we have examined a representative 
sample of waters taken from private wells in the thickly 
populated villages of Orleans and Wellfleet. Bacterial con- 
tamination was found in a larger number of wells than we 
would usually expect, and using one chemical constituent of 
detergent powders as an index, we found that pollution of the 
ground waters by sewage is presenting a problem. In this 
connection, we would point out the increase in the incidence 
of infectious hepatitis, which has occurred in this County. 
This is one virus disease, where water supplies have been 
implicated as a transmitting agent. We can also strongly sus- 
pect that other enteric virus diseases are also carried by con- 
taminated water supplies. Part of the solution of this prob- 
lem, would be the extension of public water supplies to thick- 
ly populated areas not now served, and more adequate atten- 
tion to the water supplies of proposed subdivisions where 
small building lots are involved. In addition, the construction 
of public sewerage systems in some of our Towns is indicated.

Town of Falmouth 
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Report of the Waterways Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Twelve meetings of the Waterways Committee were held 
during 1961. Several meetings with State Engineers of the 
Division of Waterways, Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works, were also attended by Committee members. 


The long awaited survey of the Vineyard Sound shore of 
the Town has been undertaken by the U.S. Army Engineers. 
This very important survey will provide much needed data in 
determining the best way to prevent erosion of the shore. It 
is expected that the survey will be completed during 1962. 


The culvert between Shivericks and Siders Ponds has 
been completed. A problem still exists, however; at the out- 
fall of Siders Pond into the Sound. The State has scheduled 
work to alleviate the filling of sand between the jetties and 
this should be completed during 1962. The Town’s share of 
the funds necessary for this work are available. 


Jetty reconstruction and sand fill at Old Silver Beach has 
been completed. This new fine beach will accommodate many 
additional bathers. This project has long been needed in the 
area and is a welcome addition to the Beach Committee’s 
facilities. 


The new building at the Town Marina was accepted in 
May and provided very necessary facilities to the yachtsmen. 
The Falmouth Harbor Marina, under the able direction of 
Commander John M. Joseph was presented an outstanding 
Service Award this year testifying to the acceptance of the 
Marina as one of the finest facilities on the East Coast. 


Many applicants for slips had to be turned away during 
1961 due to lack of sufficient space to accommodate all who 
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wished to stay in Falmouth. Increased rates and income from 
the building of $1010.00 provided total income to the Town 
from the Marina operation for the year of $12,028.82. Oper- 
ating expenses were $6,560.25. These figures should remain 
fairly constant each year as the Marina was used to full 
capacity. 


Fender piling was completed at the Tides bulkhead. The 
Clinton Avenue bulkhead should also be repaired in the same 
manner and a request for the necessary funds is included in 
the budget for 1962. 


The Committee received notice of the resignation of 
Charles Grinnell as Harbor Master and a member of the 
Committee. We will miss his advice and counsel. His long 
and faithful service to the town as Harbor Master will long 
be remembered. 


The cooperation of the Board of Selectmen, Department 
of Public Works, Town Engineer, and all other departments 
of the Town is gratefully acknowledged.

Waterways Committee 
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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The rapid increase in the population of Falmouth, both 
year-round and seasonal, has made it necessary for the Beach 
Committee to give major emphasis to the planning and de- 
velopment of new beach areas, and to the more efficient 
operation and maintenance of existing areas. 


During the past year, the following accomplishments ap- 
pear worthy of note: 


The repair of hurricane damage, at minimum cost to the 
taxpayer, required that the time of our maintenance staff be 
largely devoted to this work during the pre-season period. In 
this connection, we wish to express our special appreciation 
to the Public Works Department. The cooperation we re- 
ceived is worthy of special commendation. Looking to the 
future, however, we feel that such work should be put out 
to bid and not attempted by the regular staff of our two de- 
partments. 


Special projects completed during the year include the 
following: A new parking area at Wood Neck Beach; addi- 
tions to the parking areas at Menauhant and Old Sliver pub- 
lic beaches; new cement stairs at Megansett and Falmouth 
Heights beaches; new life guard stands at Surf Drive, Fal- 
mouth Heights and Old Silver beaches; a new security fence 
at Old Silver reserved beach; new safety buoys to protect the 
bathers at Falmouth Heights, Surf Drive, and Old Silver 
beaches; additional grouting of the rip rap at Old Silver pub- 
lic beach; a protective curbing in front of the parking area 
at Chapoquoit beach; new cesspools at Old Silver Public and 
Old Silver Reserved beaches; and, last but not least, new 
jetties and sand fill at Old Silver public beach. The latter 
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project was carried out by the State Department of Public 
Works, Waterways Division, on request of the Falmouth 
Waterways Committee, in accordance with a recommendation 
of the Beach Committee dating back to 1955. 


From an administrative point of view, much was accom- 
plished by placing new responsibility on the Director of 
Beaches, Mr. James J. Kelly. His conscientious work and 
courteous acceptance of new duties, without additional com- 
pensation, was deeply appreciated. 


The efficiency of our life guards was demonstrated on 
many occasions. One of our life guards, Mr. John O’Rourke, 
received a Red Cross certificate for saving a life at Falmouth 
Heights beach by mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. This inci- 
dent clearly indicates the importance of our weekly life guard 
drills conducted by Mr. John Tulis of the Red Cross. His 
lessons on torpedo, surf board and boat rescue, mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation, and first aid are of inestimable value. 


The swimming classes were more popular than ever be- 
fore. Altogether, fourteen hundred young people were en- 
rolled. The average daily attendance approximated 80%. 
Eight hundred and twenty-three made sufficient progress to 
be tested for Red Cross certificates and five hundred and 
twenty awards were made. 


Two swimming meets were held at the Cape Codder Hotel 
pool. The first meet, on July 27, was won by the Surf Drive 
team and the second, on August 30, was won by Megansett. 
The Beach Committee is especially grateful to Captain Peter- 
son for the use of his pool. 


Beach Committee income was somewhat lower than in 
the preceding year due to a lower bid by the concessionaire 
and the increased use of the Old Silver Public Parking Lot by 
residents and guests. On busy Saturdays, Sundays and holi- 
days as many as one hundred and thirty such cars were coun- 
ted. It is to be anticipated that more and more residents and 
guests will use this area and thus reduce the number of spaces 
available to transients and lower Beach Committee income.

In order to meet the needs of the future it is of the 

greatest importance that the Town acquire additional beach 
areas aS soon as possible. This year, we are requesting 
authority to procure eight hundred feet of beach along the 
Buzzards Bay shore at Chapoquoit and a small area at Wood 
Neck beach. It is believed that these properties can be ac- 
quired for a moderate sum. 


Other requests include appropriations for further protec- 
tion of the rip rap at Old Silver public beach, hard surfacing 
of the parking area at Old Silver public beach, and skim- 
coating of the parking area at Old Silver reserved beach. 


We wish to express our appreciation to the many town 
officials who have assisted us and especially to Mr. Charles 
White, the Town Engineer, whose knowledge of shore prob- 
lems in Falmouth is without peer and whose professional 
assistance, advice and counsel have been particularly helpful.

Falmouth Beach Committee 
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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This Commission was established by the 1961 Annual 
Town Meeting in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
223, Acts of 1957 (Chapter 40, Section 8C of the General 
Laws). Five Commissioners were appointed by your Honor- 
able Board. 


The purposes of the Commission are to develop and pro- 
tect the natural resources and watershed resources of the 
community. 


Its functions include the following: 
(1) To act as official resource agency of the community. 


(2) To survey and to prepare an index of all open lands (up- 
land and wetland) and recommend as to their proper use 
and management. 


(3) To act as the coordinating agency of the community on 
conservation matters. 


(4) To accept gifts of lands, funds or buildings on behalf of 
the Town, and to manage donated or purchased proper- 
ties in accord with the purposes of the act by which it 


was established. 


— 


In pursuing these functions, the Commission as consti- 
tuted does not overlap or conflict with any existing public or 
private agency of the Town. 


The Commissioners held an organization meeting April 
26, 1961, and have met monthly since that time. 


Considerable progress has been made in the survey of the 
community’s natural resources. In addition to those upon 
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which specific recommendations will be made in this report, 
we find that there are numerous smaller areas, which, if in- 
telligently developed, could become beauty spots as well as 
useful locations in the general conservation picture. 


The Lond Pond watershed, Town Forest and Goodwill 
Park comprise a sizeable tract of upland, which the citizens 
of Falmouth are indeed fortunate to have available for ap- 
propriate recreation and conservation purposes. The State 
has acquired about 1,400 acres of land in Famouth which will 
be used as a wildlife area. This tract includes the Coonames- 
sett Airport and a public right-of-way to Ashumet Pond. 


Under the General Laws, all ponds which are 20 acres or 
more in area are designated “great ponds” and are owned by 
the Commonwealth and not by the owners of abutting prop- 
erty. All citizens have the right of access to these ponds, for 
hunting and fishing. If no road or right-of-way exisits, they 
may cross private property, providing they do so without 
damage to crops. 


It is by all means desirable to establish official rights-of- 
ways to great ponds when these do not exist and the ponds 
are not readily accessible to the public. Lacking a definite, 
recognized access, both fishermen and the owners of abut- 
ting property may be inconvenienced. 


The State Fish and Game Division will not stock great 
ponds unless they are readily available to fishermen, so that 
it is a distinct advantage to the community to have official 
right-of-ways. 


The Commission believes it is important to establish 
rights-of-way into Coonamessett, Crooked, Deep and Jenkins 
Ponds. Acting as coordinator of Conservation activities, the 
Commission has been working closely with a special Commit- 
tee on rights-of-way to great ponds set up by the Falmouth 
Rod and Gun Club, and which has assisted in the necessary 
studies and negotiations. 


We have filed four articles for presentation at the 1962 
Annual Town Meeting. These articles, one pertaining to each 
of the ponds above mentioned, will permit Town Meeting to 
take appropriate action. 
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The Commission considers that the preservation of Salt 
Pond and its shores in their natural state, as a wild life sanc- 
tuary, would be of great value in the future development of 
the Town. This proposal has aroused wide interest. A group 
of Falmouth citizens has formed a corporation, known as the 
Salt Pond Areas Bird Sanctuaries Inc. to secure land by pur- 
chase or gift which will be dedicated in perpetuity for a bird 
sanctuary. The organization of this non-profit corporation 
and it objectives have been the subject of a detailed press 
release. In order that it may receive gifts of land and funds 
pending its incorporation, the group has affiliated with the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society, and is presently negotiating 
the purchase of a considerable area on the north side of Salt 
Pond as well as parcels located at points on its shores. 


The objectives of the Salt Pond Areas Bird Sanctuaries 
Inc. have the full support of the Commission. We believe that 
the inclusion of the entire south shore of Salt Pond is es- 
sential to the success of this project and that it should be 
accomplished as soon as practicable. To this end we have 
filed an article for presentation at the 1962 Annual Town 
Meeting. It proposes the purchase or taking by the Town of 
certain properties lying between the north side of Surf Drive 
and the waters of Salt Pond. Approval of this article will 
assure control by the Town of certain key areas not presently 
negotiable by Salt Pond Areas Bird Sanctuaries Inc. 


Another project of the Commission now under prelim- 
inary study is the acquisition and preservation of the Sip- 
pewissett marshes. 


Formal recognition and endorsement of the Commission’s 
objectives has been received from the Falmouth Rod and Gun 
Club, the Falmouth Garden Club and the Megansett Grange. 
Informal endorsement and approval have been received from 
a number of other organizations and many individuals to 
whom we have supplied information. For all of these we are 
deeply appreciative. 


The Commission has available a standard form of reso- 
lution which may be adapted or adopted by organizations 
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which wish to endorse its activities. Copies will be furnished 
upon request. 


It is planned to make public various progress reports and 
recommendations as our work progresses.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Tree Planting Committee is pleased to present this 
report. We have had an excellent committee and are pleased 
with our accomplishments. 


In the Spring, the committee purchased 425 whips (young 
started seedling trees) which were planted in the nursery, to 
grow along and be ready for street plantings in a few years. 
Your committee feels that we have been very wise to main- 
tain the nursery. The purchase of these small whips calls for 
a small expenditure of money, since the stock increases in 
value tremendously with each year’s growth. 


This committee was very pleased to cooperate with the 
Scranton Avenue Salt-Sea Housing Committee in the land- 
scaping of the project there. We offered the committee as 
many trees from the nursery as they felt they could use and 
it would be prudent to take. The committee took fifty good 
trees, which were planted by the H. V. Lawrence Company 
who landscaped the grounds. 


Twenty-four trees were given to the Park Department, 
to be planted by their own committee. 


A new cultivator-rototiller for use in the nursery has 
been purchased this year. This will be used by the Forest 
Committee whose cooperation in the nursery work is most 
appreciated and valuable to us. 


Late this fall we purchased $225.00 worth of street sized 
trees. Weather has not permitted the planting of these trees, 
which now will have to be done in the Spring. 


We have fertilizer and mulch on hand ready for another 
year, of more value to us by having aged through the winter. 
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A number of trees were planted on Katharine Lee Bates 
Road, with 132 other trees (pin oaks, maples and elms) plant- 
ed throughout the town. 


This committee appreciates the cooperation of the other 
town committees in our various projects, and feels that this 
report should conclude with the old phrase about “the ever- 
lasting teamwork of all” which works for the benefit of the 
town and each and all of us in Falmouth.

Tree Planting Committee 
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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report as Town 
Fish and Game Warden for the year ending December 31, 
1961. 


A total of nine hundred and thirty fishing, hunting, sport- 
ing and trapping licenses were examined by me. 


Eleven abandoned house cats and forty-four woodchucks 
were disposed of. Four hundred pheasants, all cock birds, were 
liberated prior to, and during, the hunting season. Two hun- 
dred and fifty brown trout, and two hundred and fifty rain- 
bow trout, nine to thirteen inches were stocked in Little Pond 
just prior to the open season on fresh water fishing. Fifteen 
hares, eight females and seven males were stocked for the 
third year in the Town Forest. Grew’s Pond was reclaimed 
and will be stocked with trout only, early in 1962. 


Two deer carcasses were found on the beaches and in the 
woodlands, these were examined and then disposed of. No 
deer were found that were crippled by wild or stray dogs. 
Five deer were killed by automobiles. I travelled a total of 
21,262 miles on deer dogging and jacking patrols, pheasant 
releases, wildlife and waterfowl surveys, investigations and 
complaints. 


Twelve violations were recorded, six first offenders were 
turned over to the State Division of Fisheries and Game, Divi- 
sion of Law Enforcement for corrective action. Ninety-one 
investigations were completed. Sixty through complaints were 
answered. 


One class for junior firearms safety certificates was 
eraduated and certificates of competence were issued by the 
Mass. Division of Fisheries and Game. 
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The annual wildlife food plantings were successful and 
the Falmouth Rod and Gun Club along with the Falmouth 
Beagle Club are really pushing the conservation program. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Clerk and staff, police department and citi- 
zens of our town for their splendid and continued cooperation 


during this past year.

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Report of the Dog Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Dog Officer 
for the year 1961. During the past ten months I have picked 
up 89 stray dogs; 63 dogs were disposed of, 26 dogs were sold 
and the money turned over to the Town of Falmouth, Clerk 


and Treasurer. 
183 dogs were returned to their owners. 
53 dogs were killed by automobiles. 
21 dogs were injured by automobiles. 
76 wild (or stray) dogs were destroyed. — 
29 wild puppies were found and destroyed. 


1143 complaints were answered. 


Three dog owners appeared in court for failure to restrain 
their dogs, and were fined. 


A total of 26,314 miles were traveled in answering com- 
plaints, dog pick ups, wild dog patrols, and investigations. 


1448 dog licenses and 31 kennel licenses were sold, bring~ 


ing in a total revenue of $4,259.00. An increase of $2,409.00 
over last year. 


It is indeed very gratifying to note the response that our 
citizens have given in helping me with the many problems 
that beset a Dog Officer. We all are aware of the fact that 
dogs are not to blame, it’s the owners. A dog has to be trained, 
and controlled, without training and control the poor animal 
becomes a pest. 


The fact that I picked up 89 stray dogs and destroyed 76 
wild dogs proves that all of our citizens are not dog lovers. 
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These 165 dogs were abandoned, and what a cruel fate for 
man’s best friend. 


I do wish to thank all of our citizens, the police depart- 
ment, and the Board of Selectmen for their patience, help, 
and understanding, without this spirit my problem would be 
unsurmountable.

I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1961. 


A total of 1,988 Family Permits and 101 Commercial Per- 
mits were examined by me. 


A total of 16,903 miles were patrolled by boat and car. 


The valuation of the Shellfish Industry for 1961 was much 
less than previous years due to the poor Scallop season. I 
believe next year the Scallop season will be much better due 
to the Scallop seed I have seen in several areas. 


I wish that I could report on Scallops and Quahogs as I 
can on the Soft Shell Clam. We have plenty of clam sets in 
all areas of the town containing legal size clams. 


Nine hundred and eighty-one bushels of Quahogs were 
taken from Falmouth Harbor and reseeded in Chapoquoit 
Island, West Falmouth. All of the quahog seed taken from 
the Harbor were planted in this area. 


I have an Oyster experimental raft in West Falmouth but 
it is too early to give any results. I am going to try through 
the State to have a raft put in some other town to collect 
Oyster seed, for this raft. I would like to ask again that all 
persons will return Oyster shelis that have seed on them, to 
the water. 

One hundred and eleven bushels of Oyster seed were 
planted in Pine Island River and around Chapoquoit Island, 
West Falmouth. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their 
cooperation during the past year.

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Report of the Committee on the 
Restoration of the East End Cemetery 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 

The following report is submitted by the Committee for 
the Restoration and Maintenance of the Free Burying Ground 
at East End Cemetery, Hatchville, for the calendar year, 1961. 


The entire area or section of that part of the East End 
cemetery ordinarily referred to as the Free Burying Ground 
has now been restored to a satisfactory condition with re- 
gard to the grass and turf. The improvement of the ground 
area has revealed conditions of the memorial headstones 
which required improvement. Almost all memorials required 
straightening and in some cases resetting and even replace- 
ment for those irreparably damaged. To some extent straight- 
ening and resetting was accomplished this year. 


Continued improvement of the grounds and modest main- 
tenance of the whole area will be the principal concern for the 
Committee henceforth. There will be need for some fertiliz- 
ing, laming and seeding of grassy spots considered too thin. 
Constant attention must be given to the complete elimination 
of roots of bush and vines and rank weeds that formerly cov- 
ered the area. The work of straightening and resetting the 
memorials must be continued if the whole area is to acquire 
an acceptable appearance of considered care. A budget re- 
quest has been submitted to the Town Finance Committee for 
the funds considered necessary for the calendar year, 1962. 


The appropriation of $1300.00 voted at Town Meeting as 
recommended by the Finance Committee for the calendar 
year, 1961, was expended as follows: 


a. For maintenance of the whole area—grass 
cutting, trimming, loaming and seeding of 
bare spots, removal of roots, weeds, etc. $467.14 
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b. For improvement of appearance of memorial 
markers: 


(1) Resetting and realigning 
(2) Purchase of memorials to replace those 
damaged or missing

The Falmouth Housing Authority organized on April 4, 
1961, for the ensuing year. 


In accordance with Section 11, Chapter 41 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, a meeting of the Falmouth Housing Authority and 
the Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth, elected T. Richard 
Hewins to fill the unexpired term of our deceased Chairman, 
Thomas F. Ferreira until the next town meeting. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority has three housing pro- 
jects under its control: 


1. The Amvet - Project 200-1 - Veterans Housing 
2. Mayflower - Project 667-1 - Elderly Housing 
3. Salt Sea - Project 667-2 - Elderly Housing 


The fifty (50) units for veteran tenants (200-1 Project on 
Amvet Avenue) have ‘been occupied since July 1, 1950. 


A contract which includes reputtying and painting the 
windows and applying one coat of paint on all the trim of 
this project has been signed, but the contractor has been 
hampered by weather and only seventeen houses have been 
painted to date. 
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The twenty-four (24) apartments composed of six units 
(Project 667-1) in our housing for the elderly, better known as 
the Mayflower, on Lakeview Avenue and Choate Lane is in 
excellent condition with a new coat of paint this year. 


Our new Housing for the Elderly on Scranton Avenue and 
Queen Street, consisting of thirty (30) apartments, composed 
of seven buildings (Project 667-2) has been accepted for oc- 
cupancy on December 12, 1961, and the first tenants started 
to move in on December 15th. 


It is noted that due to the increased cost of building con- 
struction, it was necessary to amend the Contract for Finan- 
cial Assistance from $330,000 to $360,000. 


Since the rental rates charged tenants on all of the units 
under control of this Authority are set at a comparatively low 
figure, an annual deficit from the operations would result if 
it were not for the annual subsidy paid by the Commonwealth. 
This Commonwealth Contribution is set by law, not to exceed 
2% percent of the Development Costs of each Project.

As will be noted in the statistics following, we are pleased 
to report that the two libraries under the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Library Trustees have had another year of growth 
and service to the community. 

It has been necessary to enlarge the new children’s room 
and to make other relocations of working areas due to the 
pressure of growth.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


I wish to thank members of the Board of Trustees and 
our loyal staff for their enthusiastic co-operation as we have 
worked together and completed another year of library 
growth and service to the community. 


Your librarian subscribes to the policies as set forth in 
the American Library Association publication, PUBLIC LI- 
BRARY SERVICE, from which the following paragraph is 
quoted: “The ultimate aim of all public library activities is 
service ... Through service functions the library staff meets 
the user, helps him locate resources, furnishes materials, aids 
if necessary in its use—in short service opens the door to 
knowledge. The collection is maintained for such service: 
cataloging activities are carried out to facilitate it; buildings 
and equipment provide the physical means for it. Service is, 
therefore, a sound starting point, whether in establishing 
standards or applying them .. .” 


The renovations completed this year in the basement of 
the library have added a story-hour area to the new children’s 
room, a periodical and newspaper storage room with steel 
stacks, an attractive work room for the technical processing 
of books, a mending corner, and a long counter with storage 
space for receiving and unpacking of books and supplies. 


As will be noted in the statistics following, 2,416 books 
were cataloged and processed for circulation and reference in 
1961. This figure includes the main library and the North Fal- 
mouth branch as all books are cataloged and processed at the 
main library. 


We are pleased at the public response to library services, 
and hope in 1962 to provide better lighting facilities and new 
chairs in the reading room, brightening the walls with new 
paint, add venetian blinds in the adult department, and add 
a new catalog case and additional shelving in the children’s 
room. And always to provide better service to our community.

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Report of the Department of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


This year the reorganization of the Welfare Department 
has been continued and is about completed. We now have a 
department of which we can be justly proud. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank our per- 
sonnel. Mr. Frank Dutra, our director, who has done such an 
outstanding job instituting new procedures and directing the 
work to the great financial advantage to the Town, the social 
workers, Mrs. Alice S. Dutra, Niles A. Peterson, Jr., and Nor- 
man L. Davis, and our office staff, Mrs. Janice Chalmers, Mrs. 
Marion W. Scott and Mrs. Willina Laymon. For their co- 
operation we express our heartfelt thanks. 


We also wish to thank Dr. Nathaniel Faxon, our medi- 
cal consultant for his splendid cooperation and the invaluable 
professional advice which he has contributed to the admin- 
istration of the medical section of this department. The 
Town of Falmouth is very fortunate to have a man of his 
caliber and experience in the medical field as Medical Con- 
sultant. The charges for his services are considered nil com- 
pared to the charges of other Medical Consultants in the 
Commonwealth. 


The case loads of all categories of assistance as of De- 
cember 31, 1961 are as follows:

The case load of Old Age Assistance and Aid to Depen- 
dent Children indicates no marked change in numbers during 
the year. 
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An amendment to Chapter 118 of the General Laws, ef- 
fective June 7, 1961, provides the necessary implementation 
for extension of the Aid to Dependent Children program to 
include additional needy children deprived of parental sup- 
port because of the unemployment of parents. Under this 
extension of the program the same formula and the same 
conditions for Federal participation will apply with such ad- 
ditional conditions as are appropriate in dealing with un- 
employment. 


Medical Assistance for the Aged has risen from 24 cases 
in October to 37 cases in December. This indicates that Medi- 
cal Assistance for the Aged might rise during 1962. 


General Relief has been reduced considerably during 
1961, but this category is unpredictable. 


The cost of hospitalization and medical continues to re- 
main the focus of attention in the administration of assist- 
ance. The State Department of Public Welfare continues to 
give these factors close attention. All relief cases have now 
been closely screened and are in their respective categories.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report as Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, for the year 1961. 


From the records, it is noted that we had a few less fires 
than in 1960, with the result of a little less damage to the 
buildings and the contents. 


Several of our heaviest losses were to buildings that were 
unoccupied, which proves the fact there is the possibility of 
fires occurring in such vacant structures. Such properties 
could be more severely damaged due to late discovery of a 
fire, especially during the early morning hours or adverse 
weather conditions. 


There appears to be a slight increase in all burner fires 
this year over last, and it is evident this is the result of 
human error and improper maintenance. Power burners 
should be checked and serviced at least once a year by a quali- 
fied service man, to insure the greatest efficiency and safety. 


During the year it was necessary to recall all off-duty 
permanent men and callmen to all stations due to weather 
conditions. On February 4, at 2:00 p.m., the department went 
on an emergency status for a blizzard which hit this area 
very hard. During this emergency, one serious fire occurred 
in an unoccupied dwelling on Main Street, Teaticket, with re- 
sulting heavy damage before total extinguishment. Fortu- 
nately none of the firemen were injured during this fire which 
was fought under most adverse conditions. 
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Many calls for assistance were answered during this 
storm, due to the lack of electricity, (no heat). Families were 
moved out and given temporary shelter in the fire station 
and other locations. 


A state of emergency was declared by the Selectmen at 
2:00 a.m. on September 21 for “Hurricane Esther’. The Fire 
Department remained on this emergency schedule for about 
eighteen hours, until the hurricane had passed by this area 
and no danger was contemplated. 


On August 3, the Department received a call to assist in 
removing a man from beneath an overturned milk truck in 
North Falmouth. Engine #3 was dispatched. The victim was 
removed, seriously injured, and taken to the hospital. The 
last report was that he responded to treatment and was most 
fortunate to be living. 


It is most gratifying to report that we did not have any 
loss of life due to fire during 1961. 


A gas explosion did occur on October 25, and Sgt. Hawk- 
ins of Otis Air Base was seriously burnt, and at this writing 
remains under treatment at Chelsea Naval Hospital for first, 
second, and third degree burns of the face, head, hands, and 
legs. This explosion and minor fire still remains under in- 
vestigation by the State Fire Marshal’s office and the Fire 
Department. The supplier of the L.P. Gas to this installa- 
tion has been taken to court and fined for failure to make 
an application with the head of the Fire Department, as the 
law requires. 


Civil Service exams were held this year for Deputy Chief 
and Captain. John H. Howe headed the list for Deputy Chief 
and was appointed and assigned to Headquarters to replace 
former Deputy Manchester, who had retired. Clifford Amaral 
topped the list for Captain and was appointed and trans- 
ferred to Engine 3, North Falmouth as officer-in-charge, re- 
placing Deputy Howe. 

James C. Engel was promoted to Lieutenant, replacing 
Amaral as an Inspector, and assigned to Headquarters. 


Lt. John Giabbai requested and was granted a demotion 
to Firefighter from the Gas Inspector’s duties. Arthur W. Cory 
was appointed Gas Inspector. Mr. Cory has been a plumber in 
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Falmouth for some thirty-eight years and is familiar with the 
gas regulations, having done this work as a plumber. 


All permanent men and the callmen from all stations 
were trained at the Barnstable County Training School at two 
separate sessions. The training with live fire in the fire build- 
ing, ventilation, flammable liquid fires in the pits and tank 
trucks, along with rescue and ladder work proved most bene- 
ficial in all respects. The usual training of the callmen along 
with the permanent men was conducted in their respective 
area. All training sessions are under the direction of Deputy 
James Rogers, Drillmaster, and the other Deputies and Com- 
pany officers. 


Maxim Motors of Middleboro was awarded the contract 
to build the replacement for Engine 5, which was provided for 
in the Annual Town Meeting. A request is being made in the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1962 for a replacement for Engine 2, 
Woods Hole. The present vehicle is a 1927 Ahrens Fox. 


The report submitted to the Selectmen by the New Eng- 
land Fire Insurance Rating Bureau of the results found from 
the survey made in August 1960, by request, appears to show 
that Falmouth can enjoy the next lower rate than presently 
held, with a reasonable number of improvements. This in- 
formation is available and will be used to partially explain 
the increase in the Fire Department budget for 1962. These 
results of the survey were not received until about March 1, 
1961—ttoo late to include any of the recommendations in the 
1961 budget. It is hoped the Finance Committee and the Town 
Meeting members will approve the additional budget, so the 
town and the taxpayers can enjoy a lower rating in the near 
future and improve the Fire Department overall. It should 
be noted that the recommended improvements cannot be ful- 
filled in one year, but will have to be done over two or more 
years. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all members 
of the Selectmen’s Department, Col. White and Chief Cahoon 
of Otis Air Base, Lt. George Killen of the Fire Marshal’s of- 
fice, the Police Department and other department heads and 
members who have assisted this Department in any way dur- 
ing 1961. The cooperation and assistance has been greatly ap- 
appreciated. 
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FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU 


The activities of this bureau for 1961 are noted with the 
following statistics: 


Permits issued during 1961 were 270 Oil Storage Permits, 
195 Incinerator Permits, 17 Dynamite permits, 2 Gasoline 
Storage permits, 1 Gasoline Permit to Transport, 1 Storage of 
Ammunition, 2 Storage permits for Flammable liquids and 
solids, and 1 permit for Storage of Diesel Oil. 


Applications received and amount turned over to the 
Town Treasurer: 


303 Oil Burners 
17 Dynamite 
2 Gasoline 
1 Gasoline Transportation 
2 Flammable Liquid and Solids 
1 Ammunition Storage 
1 Diesel Oil 


Each application for the above was 50c, and a total of 
$163.50 was deposited with the Town Treasurer for same. 


This bureau has conducted the usual inspections and fire 
drills where required, and it appears that these inspections 
and drills are showing results in all respects. On many occa- 
sions this bureau has been hampered by being shorthanded. 
Inspectors had to either remain in quarters or return to quar- 
ters. This has been the result of extra men being requested 
on ambulance trips, vacations, and sickness. 


The efforts and interest shown by Lieutenants Costa, 
Hewins and Engel of the bureau have been greatly appre- 
ciated, and these men have assisted many times on problems 
of installers and property owners. The general public has been 
most cooperative, for which we are most grateful. 


GAS INSPECTOR 
This Department shows a steady increase, and with the 
new Gas Code put into effect in February by the Department 
of Public Safety, it is my opinion that this department will 
be busy, as is already evidenced. 
For the year 1961 the following statistics are reported: 
659 Applications received and permits issued 
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1447 Calls made for inspections 
741 Inspections made 
1212 Appliances inspected 
705 Installations approved 
43 Gas Fitters permits issued 
18 Calls of an emergency nature 
63 Calls of record not directly related to inspection 


A total of $329.50 for all gas permits was turned over to 
the Town Treasurer. 


It appears that more and more gas installations are being 
made each year, both on street gas and L. P. (Bottled Gas). 


The installers have been most cooperative this past year. 


The Gas Inspector has attended various meetings re- 
lating to the gas industry, both on regulations and installa- 
tions, which keeps him up-to-date on all the latest informa- 
tion, and which benefits the town as a whole. 


My sincere thanks is extended to those who have assist- 
ed in any way this past year, especially Lester Sherman of 
Barnstable and Lt. Killen of the Fire Marshal’s office.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit the report of the Forest Warden for the 
year 1961. 


This year was probably one of the wettest during our bad 
season, which kept the fires to a minimum in size and 
number. 


A total of 85 alarms were answered for brush or grass 
fires, and only 9 acres of brush and 10 acres of grass were 
burnt over. 


Permits from the Forest Warden are required for all open 
air fires. 


Again this year, notices were posted throughout the Town 
on burning regulations. However, 20 calls were received for 
persons burning without permits. It is hoped that if a neigh- 
bor sees someone burning illegally, he should, if possible, 
advise the party of the regulations. Because of the fact that 
some states do not have as strict regulations as Massachu- 
setts, the party might be unaware of them. This would be a 
friendly gesture only and should be accepted as such for all 
concerned. 


Work continues on the fire breaks and approximately one 
mile along the Falmouth-Mashpee line, from Old Barnstable 
Road towards Ashumet Pond, to just south of the Hoppole 
Road has been constructed. 


I wish to thank Mrs. Ida Sylvester for her very able as- 
sistance rendered again this year, as on many occasions the 
tower locates fires which are being worked on before anyone 
in the neighborhood realizes that a fire is in progress. 
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One youngster was burnt quite seriously while playing 
with matches which caught his pants on fire. Fortunately a 
neighbor heard his cries and went to his assistance and put 
out the fire, only after the boy had been burnt to the extent 
that he was hospitalized. I will again stress the point that 
all parents should keep matches away from children. 


I extend my sincere thanks to all department heads and 
organizations for any assistance rendered this department.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Ambulance Committee reports the acquisition of a 
new Cadillac ambulance furnished by the Jewett’s Miller- 
Meteor Sales of Worcester at a contract price of $11,093.74, 
with an allowance of $1,593.74 on the 1947 vehicle which was 
turned in. 


In compiling statistics on Ambulance runs, it is noted 
that trips have increased 40% in the past two years—289 in 
1959 and 404 in 1961. In addition, mileage has increased 48% 
over two years ago, with 13,328 miles in 1959 and 19,723 this 
past year. 


This increase, together with the requests for an extra 
man to accompany the driver to help load and so forth has 
alarmingly depleted the fire department’s personnel at times, 
often leaving a shift dangerously shorthanded in the event 
of emergency or fire. This has necessitated the hiring of 
extra manpower for standby duty, increasing the overtime 
expenditure for the department. 


Again the resourcefulness of the Falmouth Fire Depart- 
ment was shown when Firefighter John Justason delivered a 
baby to a local resident when it was ascertained the ambu- 
lance could not reach a hospital in time. 


The Ambulance responded as usual to standby at the 
local football games.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
Louis W. Wise, Superintendent 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The Department of Public Works has now been in effect 
for seven months, during which time a combining of the sev- 
eral individual departments has been taking place. In order 
to make the transition orderly, and with the least possible 
disruption of the operating divisions, this is being accom- 
plished in gradual stages so that in the final result we will 
have an Administrative Section and three operating Divisions 
in the Department. With the best of cooperation of outgoing 
personnel and the operating heads of all the Departments 
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this is being accomplished without fanfare or violent up- 
heavals in the function of the various divisions. It is hoped 
that with a combined budget and a few physical office 
changes the completed changeover will be accomplished 
shortly after the first of the year. 


The Department is now composed of an Administrative 
Section, Water Division, Highway Division, Forestry and Park 
Division. It is hoped that in the final organization the For- 
estry and Park will be combined as one division and the Ad- 
ministrative Section will be combined to furnish all needs of 
the Department, including engineering and equipment main- 
tenance. With this organization, we will be in a better posi- 
tion to serve the needs of the Town, both in operational 
work, and also to furnish information that the citizens of 
the Town are entitled to. 


The establishment of a new accounting system will en- 
able us to know at any point in our operation how much is 
being spent on any phase of our work. Engineering will be 
able to furnish all governmental agencies with maps or other 
information which is commonly asked for. It will furnish the 
Department with layout data, contract plans, inspection, etc., 
of the various projects assigned to the Department. It will also 
consolidate all records of present installations and improve 
these records so that maintenance of these installations may 
be better controlled to lessen operational failures. 


Many problems face the Town and the Department in 
the coming year. Increased building has in turn increased the 
requests for road improvements, water extensions, surface 
drainage requirements, park developments, more and better 
maintenance of tennis courts, ball fields, boat landings and a 
myriad of other items. The Town, with more than two hun- 
dred miles of accepted highways and other hundred miles of 
private ways, has a very high per capita road mileage to main- 
tain. The same holds true for the water distribution system. 
We attempt to maintain a larger acreage of parks than many 
towns of more than double our population. To accomplish this 
work speedily and efficiently we are attempting to up-grade 
our facilities, modernize equipment and keep manpower to 
a smaller but more versatile work force.

A large portion of the Town’s income is derived from its 
summer home owners and guests, and it is our aim to make 
them feel as much a part of the Town as our year-round resi- 
dents. To keep Falmouth clean and attractive it is the re- 
sponsibility of every home owner, summer or year-round, to 
aid in our efforts by maintaining areas around and near their 
homes by Keeping them free of trash and debris. By the home- 
owner doing these simple chores instead of calling upon the 
Department to pick up a few pieces of paper or a couple of 
cans or a Shovelful of dirt, it would free these men to accom- 
plish more permanent improvements and beautification of 
the facilities of the Town, and we would have a Township 
second to none in cleanliness and attractiveness. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 


During the year routine maintenance, street cleaning, 
patching, snow plowing, etc. have been carried out. 


During the spring, because of wet weather and a change- 
over in organization, no sealcoating was done. Sealcoating of 
several miles of highway was carried on until cold weather 
halted the operation. All but a few of the streets planned for 
were completed under this program. 


Under provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, the first contract for Dillingham Avenue Ex- 
tension, from Gifford Street to Route 28, has been let and 
nearly completed. Under maintenance provisions of the same 
Chapter, approximately 1,500 feet of Route 151 has been sur- 
faced with bituminous concrete thus tying in with the new 
Route 28 construction in that location. A distance of two 
thousand feet of Menauhant Road was leveled and surfaced 
in the area of Menauhant Beach. Roads in North Falmouth 
and Central Avenue were surface treated and Sandwich Road 
was brushed. 


Under Town funds Worcester Park has been surfaced 
with bituminous concrete from Jericho Path to Grand Ave- 
nue South. This treatment has improved the riding qualities 
and appearance of this road. Minor drainage changes have 
been made, allowing some improvement in drainage. 
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Maintenance of unimproved Town ways by grading and 
dust control has been carried on and seven ways have been 
surfaced under provisions of special articles. Two old Town 
ways have had a penetration of asphalt and in the spring will 
be patched and sealcoated thus giving a reasonably but not 
perfect surface. A program of this treatment will continue 
until all such roads will have a hardened surface. 


For the coming year an increased program of roadside 
brush control is being considered. With proper equipment and 
use of weed control chemicals a safer and more attractive 
roadside along our many miles of rural roads can be main- 
tained. A continuing program of up-grading pavement sur- 
faces, by honing, sealing and bituminous concrete will con- 
tinue. A program of drainage improvements will be presented 
in the budget and special articles to increase efficiency of our 
surface water drainage problems. 


In snow removal programs, by proper scheduling of men 
and equipment and by replacing manpower with small plows 
and tools, we hope to efficiently speed up plowing and snow 
removal so as to minimize public inconvenience and maintain 
reasonably safe highway conditions. This also requires the 
cooperation of the public by providing off-street parking for 
their vehicles and during storm emergencies to Keep cars off 
the roads in order to allow snow removal crews freedom of 
the ways to properly complete their work. By the use of chem- 
icals we will reduce substantially the use of sand which in 
turn will expedite spring cleanup. We cannot entirely elim- 
inate the use of sand, but every ton we place on the streets for 
ice control must at some time be removed either from the 
shoulders or from catch basins. 


The several bridges in the Town are in need of main- 
tenance. Great Pond Bridge will be checked, repaired and 
painted using Chapter 90 funds; repairs and necessary paint- 
ing of other bridges will be accomplished using Town funds. 


All improvements cannot be done in one or two years, but 
1962 should show a continued improvement in highway con- 
ditions. 
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PARK DIVISION — Newcomb Cassick, Park Supt. 


During the winter of 1961 we made storage area at Good- 
will Park and continued release work by clearing under brush 
and vines. During the spring the reconstruction of Deacon’s 
Pond Park was completed and split rail fence, rambler roses 
and new benches were erected, improving the appearance of 
the area. 


Improvements were made at West Falmouth Park, in- 
cluding the construction of a backstop for the ball field, and 
installation of benches and tables. 


Tennis court fences were repaired and improved and new 
benches were installed at Lewis Park. Other improvements 
at Lewis Park included the planting of 125 feet of screen 
hedge. 


Falmouth Harbor Park has been restored after consid- 
erable storm damage. 


Beach sand at Falmouth Heights beach had to be re- 
moved twice following storms which buried the grassed area. 


Over 38,000 persons visited and enjoyed the facilities at 
Goodwill Park. This is an increase of 6,000 visitors over the 
previous year. Many organizations in the Town held annual 
clambakes and outings during the summer season. 


Wet spring and summer periods kept crews busy Keeping 
grass and hedges neat. 


Increased use of ball fields by Little League, Minor 
League, Babe Ruth League and Falmouth All Star teams re- 
quired additional and more frequent maintenance of these 
facilities. 


Routine maintenance of all park areas, school areas, 
Town Hall, Community Building, libraries and other munici- 
pal areas has been carried on throughout the year. A paved 
play area and sidewalk were installed at the Hall and Mullen 
Schools and grassed area re-graded, loamed and seeded in 
conjunction with School Department funds. 


In the coming year we hope to construct an access road 
and boat ramp along with some park area, adjacent to Grews 
Pond, which this year was reclaimed and stocked by the Game 
and Wildlife Service.

Articles have been included in the Warrant for enlarging 
and improving Fonseca Park. This will enlarge the play area 
which is presently inadequate for baseball activities. 


Construction of two Little League fields, one in West Fal- 
mouth and the other at Central Park, are also proposed in 
our program. 


' Continued improvement of all parks, tennis courts and 
ball fields, and the installation of additional recreational 
equipment will be our continued aim throughout the coming 
year. 


FORESTRY DIVISION — Joseph Figuerido, Forestry Supt. 


The adoption of the Department of Public Works, under 
the supervision of the newly-elected Commissioners, intro- 
duced changes in policy and administration. The consolida- 
tion of four departments under one superintendent was in- 
stituted. These included the Town Forest, the Tree Warden, 
Insect and Pest and Dutch Elm departments. 


A study of the work load and responsibilities of these de- 
partments was undertaken. It was our opinion that perma- 
nent personnel with experience in climbing and tree removal 
would best accomplish the objectives of the new division. The 
former policy of “hire as you go” was discontinued. A crew 
was made up of the two available foresters and three other 
permanent men. It was felt that the work load would be ad- 
equately absorbed and still remain within the budget sanc- 
tioned by the Town Meeting in 1961. 


We are happy to be able to report that productivity in 
work accomplished was far beyond our expectation. A con- 
densed report of our many activities and work schedule fol- 
lows: 

1. Forest and nursery maintenance continued as in the past. 

2. Four spray applications at selected dates and other iso- 
lated cases with special attention constituted our spray 
program. 

3. Fifty-seven cultures of suspected elms were sent to the 
Shade Tree Laboratory at Amherst, Mass. Ten proved 
positive and the trees were removed and destroyed as 
prescribed by law.

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Twenty-five gypsy moth traps were distributed through- 
out the Township of Falmouth and records advanced to 
the Shade Tree Laboratory. 

One aerial spray application for spray moth on Route 151 
in conjunction with State Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 


Thirty-nine trees were removed for valid reasons. 


Forty-two stumps were cut back below ground level with 
the stump cutter at a substantial savings to our taxpay- 
ers. 

One hundred and five selected trees were purchased and 
planted to replace removed trees and as part of the cap- 
ital outlay planting program. 

A program of sanitation, pruning, cavity work, up-right- 
ing windblown leaners, feeding, and manuring was com- 
pleted throughout all sections of the Town. 

A Christmas patrol was continued as in the past. 


We wish to thank the many Town departments for their 


complete cooperation. Special thanks to the Cape & Vineyard 
Electric Company for their assistance in clearing public trees 
adjacent to hot electrical lines, and reducing the cost to the 
Town. 


We hope for continued progress in the year 1962, and 


with more central organization, combined accounting and 
other services, to be able to provide more efficient operating 
procedures.

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WATER & SEWER DIVISION—John W. Hughes, Division Supt. 


I submit herewith for your approval the 1961 report of 
the Water and Sewer Division. 


This has been another unusually busy year. Cash receipts 
increased to $213,002.55 and the department paid all oper- 
ating expenses, debt and interest payments with the excep- 
tion of the principal payment of $25,000.00 on the 1959 Water 
Mains Loan. Outstanding debt was reduced to $757,000.00. 


Requests for water main extensions were greater than 
the previous year and a total of 23,050 feet of various sizes 
were installed. In addition to the various extensions installed 
to accommodate new construction, mains were installed un- 
der the overpass bridges at Thomas B. Landers Road and 
Route 151 on new Route No. 28, these are for future use and 
will save considerable expense and simplify installation of 
water mains on these streets. A 16” main was installed in Ter 
Heun Drive to accommodate the new hospital. 


A total of 216 new services and 31 renewal services were 
installed, an increase of 22% over 1960. 


Total pumping for 1961 was 606,162,600 gallons, a slight 
increase over the prevous year. Of the total 68.9% was pumped 
by electricty compared with 62.8% in 1960. There was 3 inches 
more rainfall during the summer months and no long spell 
of dry weather. A total of 48.89 inches of rainfall was record- 
ed during the year, which is well above average. The largest 
day was July 12th when 4,329,200 gallons were pumped, this 
was the fourth highest day on record. The week ending July 
8th was the largest week when 26,431,200 gallons were pump- 
ed. 


All equipment was maintained in good repair at a mini- 
mum of expense. No major equipment was purchased, how- 
ever, provisions will be made in next year’s budget to re- 
place a pick-up truck and a compressor. 


Regular maintenance was limited due to the increase in 
construction work and lack of trained help, however, all hy- 
drants were maintained in good condition and periodically 
inspected. Three new hydrants were installed on existing 
mains to provide better fire protection and three hydrants 
were relocated. 
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A parcel of land adjacent to the work shop was acquired 
from the Chute Estate as authorized by Town Meeting and 
will be brushed and graded to provide additional yard stor- 
age space. The balance of the Chute property within the 
limits of the watershed area was placed under control of the 
Town through an agreement with the heirs. 


It was necessary to reshingle a part of the work shop roof 
and this building is now in good condition. We hope to make 
certain improvements to the second floor during the coming 
year to provide better facilities for meter testing and storage. 


Valve location diagrams were substantially completed 
and all sectional plans were revised to date. 


Although there has been no drastic increase in water 
consumption during the past few years the steady growth of 
the system indicates serious thought should be given to an 
additional storage tank and pumping facilities. There is a 
close relationship between these two factors and the problem 
is to arrive at the best compromise. Provisions were made in 
the new pumping station for additional equipment and an- 
other pump could be installed without major changes, how- 
ever, a storage tank will require considerable investigation 
and planning. The fact that the Quissett tank is now over 63 
years old and small in capacity enters into the problem since 
the future of the tank is limited. 


Nine new sewer connections were connected to the Woods 
Hole sewer during the year making a total of 107 connections 
now in use. Receipts from sewer rental charges amounted to 
$3,302.75 an increase of 24% over the previous year. All equip- 
ment was maintained in good condition, however, it was nec- 
essary to completely rebuild the chlorinator and it will, no 
doubt, be necessary to replace this unit within a few years.

During the past year a new House Inspection Division 
was established under my supervision. Prior to this only one 
police officer was responsible for regular inspections of empty 
summer properties during the winter and also the houses left 
empty by year around residents absent for any considerable 
period. 


Under the new House Inspection Division, two police of- 
ficers are permanently assigned to this inspection. Property 
owners leaving for the winter have been asked to register 
their names and addresses at the police station to ensure at- 
tention. 


At each inspection a slip is left at the house inspected 
noting any irregularity found. Once a month each property 
cwner who has registered at the police station is informed by 
postal card of the number of inspections and condition of the 
property. 


The House Inspection Division has a complete file of the 
winter addresses of summer resident property owners. 


During this first year of operation, the House Inspection 
Division sent out more than 130 letters to notify summer 
property owners of doors found open or damage done by the 
weather. Replies from the owners has indicated they regard 
this service highly. 


Personnel of the House Inspection Division are Patrolmen 
David L. Scannell and Leonard E. Brabrook. 


The total arrests for the year, 1065, shows a marked in- 
crease over last year, 880. Drunkeness topped the list with 429 
males and 20 females being arrested. 


Statistics kept during the year on automobile accidents 
show that there were 181 accidents in which someone was 
injured or the damage amounted to more than $200.00. Oper- 
ating after drinking and speeding were the major causes. 
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Personal injuries involved amounted to 218 with 5 fatals, 
3 less than last year. Only one of the fatals involved a local 
operator. Four of the five fatals involved operators under 25 
years of age. 


Statistics also show that the most accidents occured on 
Saturdays and the most dangerous hour of the day was be- 
tween 5:00 P.M. and 6:00 P.M. Rear end collisions topped the 
list with 50 and hitting “fixed objects” was close second with 
47. There were 278 vehicles involved in accidents with 110 
local and 168 out of town. 


We had a total of 9 pedestrians injured with 3 over 65 
years of age. Hight of these accidents occurred during the 
daytime. 


Officer Paulino P. Rodriques, Director of the P.A.L. 
League, reports that the activities for the year 1961 consisted 
of Pee Wee hockey, basketball and Go-Kart races. 


The Pee Wee Hockey team is made up of boys from 9 to 
14 years of age. There are twelve regulars on the squad and 
three substitutes who rotate from a group of forty-five boys 
in order to give every boy a chance to play. 


The cost of sponsoring the Pee Wee Hockey for the first 
year was approximately $1200.00. 


The P.A.L. entered a basketball team in the senior class 
in the Town Basketball League. This consisted of boys in the 
15 to 18 year age group. 


Several Go-Kart races were held last year with local boys 
participating in the events. 


A Go-Kart track is under construction off Blacksmith 
Shop road in an area now designated at P.A.L. Park. 


Local contractors and truckers generously donated their 
equipment and time in the construction of the track. The F. 
V. Lawrence and Campanella & Cardi Construction Com- 
panies provided the asphalt for the track. 


There is a $1200.00 balance which will be paid this Spring 
when the track is completed and the races organized. 


Although the sport is primarily for the youngsters, it is 
intended to have the families participate. 
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The Falmouth Falcon Kart-Club of the P.A.L. raised 
much of the cost of the track construction. 


Money to sponsor P.A.L. activities was obtained through 
bottle drives, a fund drive, auctions and a basketball game 
between the Police and the Firemen. 


Twenty-one jackets were awarded to the boys and in- 
structors, also prizes were awarded to the boys who raised the 
most money in various drives. 


The Meter Department reports that the meters in Woods 
Hole were paid for this past year. This leaves only the Fal- 
mouth Heights meters with an unpaid balance. 


The February 4th storm damaged the meters in the Cen- 
ter of the Town extensively. During the year ten meters and 
posts were damaged beyond repair by unknown vehicles. 


The Department sent out 850 meter violations, nearly 
double the amount sent out in 1960. 


Special Officer Arthur Lawrence attended the Massa- 
chusetts State Police Academy at Framingham, Mass. from 
May 15, 1961 through June 8, 1961, graduating with a high 
mark. 


The Department intends to send four Officers to this 
Academy during the coming year, two to the Spring session 
and two to the Fall session. 


On September 21, 1961, the Department was alerted for 
Hurricane “Esther”. As the full force of the hurricane was to 
hit during the day, 50 Special Officers were hired including 
the Policewomen’s Auxiliary who filled in at the CD Head- 
quarters, the Police Station and the Lawrence High School. 


Fortunately the storm was not as bad as predicted and 
there was little damage with no loss of life. 


During the year the Detective Division investigated 
eighty-seven breaks, eleven more than last year. Nineteen of 
these involved no larceny after entering. To date, all but 
twenty-one have been solved. Also, thirteen breaks and lar- 
cenies were solved for other Departments. 


Total amount of property recovered this year amounted 
to $27,700.00. This amount represents recoveries of automo- 
biles and property. 
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Thirty-three persons were prosecuted for larceny by 
check. The Department collected $4,231.75 on checks issued 
on various banks which were returned marked “Insufficient 
Funds”. 


The year 1961 marks the completion of five years of 
School Traffic Detail by the Policewomen at the Falmouth, 
East Falmouth and Teaticket Schools. 


During the Summer months, Mrs. Gerald S. Benham pa- 
troled the meters on Main Street and at the Falmouth Heights 
Beach. Miss Dee Figuerido patrolled the meters in Woods Hole 
and covered the crossing of youngsters attending the Science 
School. Mrs. Harry H. Seibert served as regular Matron at the 
Police Station and as relief officer on meter duty when need- 
ed. 


Eight members of the organization have become affili- 
ated with the Massachusetts Traffic Policewomen’s Associa- 
tion, and of this number, six attended the Annual Meeting of 
the Association held in Natick last October. At this meeting, 
the group was invited to hold its Annual Meeting for 1962 in 
Falmouth. This invitation was unanimously accepted, and it 
is anticipated that approximately 350 Massachusetts Police- 
women will convene in Falmouth in October of this year. 


Those holding membership in the Statewide Organiza- 
tion are: Mrs. Gerald S. Benham, Mrs. Harry H. Seibert, Mrs. 
David Ellis, Mrs. J. Franklin Leach, Mrs. John Pena, Miss Dee 
Figuerido, Miss Theresa Giabbai and Miss Barbara Perry. 


One new member, Mrs. John Leymon was appointed dur- 
ing the year. She served along with Mrs. John Pena as relief 
officer at school crossings. 


Officers of the group are Mrs. Gerald S. Benham, Presi- 
dent; Mrs. Harry H. Seibert, Secretary and Miss Dee Figuerido, 
Delegate. 


On August 21, Deputy Chief John L. Ferreira attended 
the Sixty-Eighth Session of the FBI National Academy at 
Washington, D.C. for three months. 


He was one of seventy-six candidates picked throughout 
the Country. The only Officer selected from Massachusetts 
and the first one from this Department. 
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Deputy Ferreira was thoroughly investigated by the FBI 
to meet their requirements in order to be eligible to attend. 


This training was made possible at the last Town Meeting 
when $1000.00 was appropriated to send him to the Academy. 
From this amount, $73.74 was turned back to the Town. 


The highly concentrated course consisted of instructions 
in criminal law, police records, firearms and ballistics, per- 
sonnel techniques, court testifying, traffic control, interview 
methods, police budgets, practical teaching, police tactics, 
physics and chemistry as aids to police, fingerprint identifi- 
cation, criminal investigations, first aid and juvenile delin- 
quency. 


Deputy Ferreira is now qualified as an instructor. It will 
be his obligation to impart the knowledge that he has ac- 
quired to his fellow officers, thus raising the standard of ef- 
ficiency in the Department. 


In closing, I sincerely hope that the citizens of Falmouth 
will continue to support my successor as they have me in 
the past.

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Report of the Social Advisory Committee

Following is the Annual Report of the Social Advisory 
Committee for the year 1961: 


Committee Meetings: 

Regular Meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the second Tuesday of each month during the past year. 
Special meetings were called when necessary, and meetings 
were held by the various sub-committees. 


Personnel: 

Mr. Augustus Canty continues as an able director of the 
Recreation building, assisted by Mrs. John Radcliff. The 
program offered has continued, under Mr. Canty’s direction, 
to aim to meet the recreational needs of the youth of the 
Town, as well as serving as a meeting place for many worth- 
while groups and activities. 


As in the past, the Committee would again like to pre- 
sent the real need for volunteer workers, who feel, as does 
the Committee, a definite need for a continuous, wholesome 
place of Recreation for the youth of the Town of Falmouth. 
With the use of the building increasing every year, many 
hands will make light work in our continuous effort to better 
serve our young people. 


The free use of the building is offered, as it has been in 
the past, to youth groups and for benefit shows and dances. 


Due to increased operating and maintenance costs the 
Committee felt that the rates for the building rental, (or 
room rental), in existence since 1954 was quite inadequate 
and instituted a new set of rates on October first, 1961. The 
rates for clubs and closed membership groups were increased 
slightly and the rates for profit making organizations were 
increased up to 60%, with some consideration given as to 
long term, continuous use of the building. 
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Condition of the Building and Grounds: 

During the past year, the Committee has continued the 
successful program of renovation of the building and re- 
modeling needed facilities. Three rooms were completely 
painted, concrete steps replaced old wooden steps at the side 
of the building, new shower heads were installed. Continued 
floor maintenance, by the Custodian, Mr. Luby, has resulted 
in a more attractive appearance, affecting the entire build- 
ing. Plans are now under way for beautification of the ex- 
terior of the building, with hardtopping on gravel areas and 
new shrub and tree planting at the front. The Committee 
feels that these improvements will greatly enhance the over- 
all appearance of the Recreation building. 


Youth Activities Sponsors: 
Kiwanis and Key Club—Halloween party and dance. 
Falmouth Key Club—Thanksgiving Rally Dance. 
The weekly Friday evening dances, directed by Mr. Canty 


and Mrs. Radcliffe continue to be a popular continuing event 
among our young people. 


The Committee extends its sincere thanks and appre- 
ciation to the people who have assisted in the building’s rec- 
reational program during the past year.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith a report of the 
work done during the year 1961. 


Plans were prepared for the thirteen roads laid out by 
the Selectmen. Nine of these roads were accepted by the 
Town, including a new 80 foot wide layout of the Brick Kiln 
Road. This road was monumented and baselined to expedite 
the Chapter 90 construction survey, which is now nearing 
completion. A new survey was made of Gifford Street, from 
Main Street to the Brick Kiln Road. The plans of this survey 
are being studied by the District Engineer’s office for the ap- 
proval of a proper alignment. A new plan for the extension 
of Bates Road through to Palmer Avenue has been made and 
will be filed as a County Way. Preliminary plans were drawn 
for the extension of Spring Bars Road to Maravista Avenue. 


Surveys and plans were made for the taking of the Hall 
property at North Falmouth for school purposes; for the pur- 
chase of three parcels of Chute land near the Pumping Sta- 
tion; and for the taking of Cohen land off Lakeview Avenue 
for drainage purposes. Survey. and plans were made for the 
East Falmouth water main extension; the Village School 
grading and paving project; the proposed Railroad Yard 
parking lot at Woods Hole; and the proposed Fire Station 
site on the Crane lot. 


Lines and grades were given for the installation of a 30- 
inch drainage pipe in Swift’s Brook at Robbins Road; for 
setting 700 feet of curbing along Palmer Avenue; for the traf- 
fic island at Oyster Pond Road; and for the Go-Kart track 
on the Blacksmith Shop Road. 
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Contract plans and specifications were prepared, bids ad- 
vertised, contracts awarded, with lines and grades set on the 
following projects: Bates Road extended easterly to Gifford 
Street; Bates Road extended westerly along the shores of 
Shiverick’s Pond; new road by Eastman Block and rear of 
Postoffice; new parking area in rear of Eastman Block; Ter- 
Heun Drive from Palmer Avenue to the new hospital; access 
road between Community Center and Walker Street; new 
parking space at Woodneck Beach; extension of the parking 
area at Menauhant Beach; extension of the parking area at 
Old Silver Beach; the widening, grading and hardening of 
Iroquois Street, Hamilton Street, Clipper Lane, Charles Lane, 
Miami Avenue, Handy Lane and Chestnut Street. 


A system of house numbers has been set up for the East 
Falmouth and Teaticket postal districts. This work required 
the stationing of each street in the field and the plotting of 
the buildings on a series of plates in the office. Copies of 
these plates will be furnished to each postoffice for their use 
in assigning the numbers for mail delivery. 


Work on the assessors maps has been continued with the 
plotting of the many changes on the master sheets. The work 
on the new set of plates for the assessors office is progressing 
and should be completed in the late Spring.

Gentlemen: 

The following is the report of the Veterans Services De- 
partment for the year 1961. 

During the year Veterans’ dependents and Widows of the 
Spanish War - World War I - World War II and the Korean 
War were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. 

In the year 1961 the number of Veterans who passed away 
is as follows—Spanish War, one; World War I, nine; World 
War II, five. This Department assisted in preparing the 
necessary applications for Pensions, Burial assistance, de- 
pendancy claims, Insurance, Social Security and Government 
Head Stones. Fourteen headstones were applied for, received 
and placed. 

The Budget Guide as promulgated by the Commissioner 
of Veterans Services and a new Medical Directive all showing 
a increase in allowances has increased the cost of Veterans 
Aid in all categories. 

Reimbursement by the State Department is made direct 
to the E & D account. 

Veterans Laws are being constantly revised and this de- 
partment keeps the Veterans concerned of all changes ap- 
plicable to each one. 

The closing of the Federal Veterans Administration Con- 
tact Office in New Bedford will create hardship for all Cape 
Veterans in obtaining Federal Aid. The nearest office now 
being Providence, R.I., or Boston, Mass. 

A summary of money expended by this department is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report; therefore, will not be repeated herein.

Route 28 Study Committee 
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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Civil Defense, this year carried on its expected functions 
on a limited scale, under circumstances brought about by 
some amount of indecision on the part of the public; the 
Commonwealth; and the Federal Government as a whole. 


The Control Center is being maintained constantly. This 
encompasses the town emergency communications net, in- 
cluding radios, telephones, and messengers. 


A group of radio citizens band operators, organized and 
have volunteered the services of their respective unit. This 
now puts the mobile radio transportation unit into operation. 
The races units (CD) now will devote full time, as damage 
survey teams and radiological reporting units, its initial 
designation. 


The CD emergency supply stockpile is still currently in 
the basement of the Community Center Building. 


The integration of CD with the various town departments 
is virtually complete and disaster units such as Red Cross are 
currently being integrated in Civil Defense. 


Training is constant in CD, including regular auxiliary 
police training; first aid classes; radio instructions; and ra- 
diological classes, attended throughout the year. 


CD was again pressed into service for hurricane duty in 
September. This turned out to be the best coordinated disas- 
ter job so far, and we are thankful the storm did not hit in 
the manner predicted. 


Surplus property was again acquired this year and work 
on the implementation of various disaster and operating 
plans is a current project. 
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CD literature and Shelter plans are currently available 
to the public in the lobby of the Town Hall, and the Govern- 
ment is currently arranging to have local engineers check 
possible public buildings for designation as shelter areas in 
the overall disaster planning. 


The Agency is constantly abreast of all changes in all 
branches of this department, and we stand ready to activate 
our resources aS immediately as the need arises.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


February 15, 1962 
Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dears Sirs: 


Enclosed herein is my report for the calendar year 1961 
of the claims and suits against the Town of Falmouth which 
sets forth those suits disposed of in 1961, including the new 
suits brought and disposed of in 1961, and those now pending, 
with the present standing of such pending cases. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1961: 


1. Lewis C. Weeks (Estate) Vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #25187 
December 18, 1957, the Town had made a taking for park- 
ing purposes of two (2) adjoining parcels of land abutting on 
Shiverick’s Pond owned by Lewis C. Weeks (since deceased). 
This land was taken by the Town very much against the pro- 
test of the owner. It was considered land of high value. 


A settlement sum had been agreed upon between the rep- 
resentative of the Estate of Lewis C. Weeks and the Board of 
Selectmen with the approval of counsel, namely, $8,000, 
which amount with agreed upon interest was appropriated 
at the Annual Town Meeting of 1961 under Article 26, i. e. 
$8,287.50 in full settlement of all land damages and interest 
which included the building on said premises. Payment was 
made on June 9, 1961, disposing of this case. 


2. Ann B. Richardson vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #25099 
This involved the taking by the Town of the fee of the 
whole of Elm Arch Way from the Malchman Block to its 
terminus. This taking had involved more than the roadway. 
It also included the two (2) grassed-over islands each with 
trees and shrubbery around which the Elm Arch Way, the 
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road part, was located. This case had been prepared for trial, 
real estate experts had been retained, and had prepared to 
testify as expert witnesses. It had been pending since August 
13, 1958, and was finally in order for trial at the Barnstable 
October Jury Session in 1961. 


There had been a previous case for land damages of this 
same Elm Arch Way and of a similar type which taking had 
not included takings of land or trees or shrubbery as this 
Richardson taking did include. The previous taking, called 
the Myers Case, included only a change from a private way to 
a public way and was for only that part of Elm Arch Way ex- 
tending from Main Street, to the end of the Malchman Block 
of stores. This Myers Case had been settled for $1500. Having 
the above facts in mind and the possibility that a jury might 
penalize the Town for taking other land than was necessary, 
such as the two (2) islands with trees and shrubbery, it 
seemed advisable when the Petitioners agreed on a settlement 
reduced to $3500 to settle this case for that figure without in- 
terest or costs. Settlement was made for the figure of $3500, 
which was paid in November, 1961 thereby terminating this 
case. 


3. Charles T. Russell vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #25928 


This was a land damage case for a taking made in 1959 
of a large parcel of land located between Jones Road and 
Morse Pond of an area estimated at 16.6 acres. The purpose of 
the taking was for the new intermediate school. Although 
this land was for the greater part not cleared land it was 
conceded to have a high value because of its excellent loca- 
tion, for a distance of about 1023 feet it abutted Jones Road, 
and because it was bounded on Morse Pond about 750 feet. 


The Town appropriated $28,000 for the taking of this 
and some more small adjoining parcels of land of which 
amount $19,000 was awarded to Charles T. Russell at the time 
of taking. In view of the fact that the petitioner promptly 
brought suit and considerable delay was expected, the Town 
offered to pay the award of $19,000 to the petitioner under 
the arrangement that if the judgment exceeded that amount, 
interest would be allowed only on the excess over the $19,000, 
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an arrangement which was allowed by an amendment made in 
1959 to the Eminent Domain Taking Law. 

The case was prepared for trial on behalf of the Town. 
In the meantime, conferences took place between the peti- 
tioner and his counsel, with the Selectmen and their counsel, 
which conferences were held for the purposes of determining 
whether a settlement could be made. 

In view of the fact that it was evident that expert testi- 
mony for the petitioner would be very much higher than the 
award of $19,000, and in view of the fact that one of the ex- 
perts for the Town placed a figure substantially higher than 
$19,000 as the value of this property and the other expert fig- 
ured its value as also above $19,000, a mutual agreement was 
finally arrived at, that an additional payment of $10,000 with- 
out interest and without costs be made to the petitioner in 
full settlement, and this additional payment was made in 
May, 1961 thereby ending this case. 


4. Arnold I. Anderson vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #25918 
This petition for land damages brought in the Barnstable 
County Superior Court was settled by agreement. The amount 
of land taken to round out the intersection of the Kathar- 
ine Lee Bates Road to Gifford Street was very small. The 
amount of settlement was $250.00. 


5. Hugh R. Rooney vs. Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court #26217 Equity 

This is an appeal from the decision of the Falmouth Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals wherein on April 7, 1961 said Board 
granted an exception under Section 27(C) so that the owner 
and occupant of a lot with a house and garage thereon on 
New Silver Beach Avenue, North Falmouth, in a Residential 
District, could conduct grooming of dogs, except during the 
months of July and August, and limited to week days and 
during the hours of 2 P.M. to 6 P.M., the dogs to be muzzled 
and restrained from making noise. 

This case was heard before the Superior Court at Barn- 
stable (Judge Pecce) on Jan. 3, 1962, a Final Decree later en- 
tered by consent that as of June 30, 1962 the decision of the 
Board of Appeals be terminated. 
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6. Mary Jane Donahue vs. Inhabitants of the Town 
of Falmouth 
Barnstable First District Court #18613 


This plaintiff, 19 years of age, a resident of New Bedford, 
while bathing on July 4, 1960 at Old Silver Beach, was severe- 
ly injured by a cut received in the bottom of her foot. At the 
time she had just entered the water. She testified that it ap- 
peared to be a piece of sharp, broken glass. She brought suit 
against the Town in the Barnstable First District Court for 
damages alleged at $1000. 


Counsel for this plaintiff contended that as the Town 
received payments for the parking of automobiles and also 
received annual amounts for the concession that the Town 
was conducting a commercial enterprise and therefore was 
liable. He was allowed to show these two items of profit to 
the Town. However, his evidence failed to show any negli- 
gence on the part of the employees of the Town, but on the 
contrary indicated great care in keeping the beach clean and 
free from any foreign substances; also, of course, there is no 
Guty on the Town to clean the sand under the salt water. 

This case was fully tried and the Court (Judge Henry L. 
Murphy) found in favor of the Town. 


7. Towns of Barnstable and Falmouth vs. The Woods 
Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship 
Authority, et als. 

#26182 In Equity Barnstable Superior Court and 
#6113 in Equity Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court. 


This case was brought in the Barnstable Superior Court 
as a petition for Declaratory Judgment for the purpose of 
having the Court declare whether or not under the provisions 
of Chapter 701, Acts of 1960, this new Steamship Authority 
had the legal right to run its large passenger and freight 
carrying ships to Hyannis from Nantucket and to enter into 
a lease or contract with S. Volpe & Co., to have them build 
a, pier, with an adequate channel thereto on the residential 
shore of Lewis Bay; lease it to the Authority for $50,000 each 
year plus % the proceeds of a parking lot for the term of 
ten (10) years with right of renewal for five (5) more years. 
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This new Authority became such on January 2, 1961. In 
January S. Volpe & Co. already had a Purchase and Sale 
Agreement to buy the formerly Old Colony R.R. land from 
Paul M. Swift, et ux, the then owners. In February the Au- 
thority had voted a letter of intent between the Authority 
and S. Volpe & Co. to enter into the above lease agreement 
with S. Volpe & Co. This news and this rapid proposed action 
of the new Authority appeared in the newspapers. In Hyannis 
public indignation was aroused. The Barnstable Town Meet- 
ing then in session voted unanimously against permitting the 
proposed Authority boats to dock in the Lewis Bay proposed 
location. Other objections arose such as failing to comply 
with Zoning By-Laws. 


The Town Counsel of Barnstable prepared the Court Peti- 
tion for Declaratory Judgment and Falmouth joined in also 
as party plaintiff. Restraining orders were obtained from the 
Courts; full and complete hearings of several days duration 
were held in Boston before Judge Forte, who finally made 
findings, most of which were adverse to the two Towns and to 
the owners of adjoining property; the Towns appealed to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court; briefs were filed and 
the case argued before the Full Bench on December 5, 1961. 
Recently, on February 1, 1962, another hearing was held be- 
fore the seven Justices of the Supreme Court because Barn- 
stable had called a Special Town Meeting to take some of the 
property involved for additional bathing beach. The Court 
refused to restrain the Town Meeting, but did restrain a tak- 
ing by the Town or any new arrangement with S. Volpe & 
Co., so this case now awaits only the decision of the Full 
Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Court. 


8. Joseph J. DeSorbo, et ux, and Nathaniel H. Denman, 
et als, vs. the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26141 Equity. 

On February 7, 1961 this suit in Equity was brought 
against the Town of Falmouth in the Barnstable Superior 
Court. March 9, 1960 the Town had voted to accept the doings 
of the Selectmen in laying out Katharine Lee Bates Road 
thereby extending this road to a terminus on Palmer Avenue. 
The petitioners were some of the abutting owners, portions 
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of whose land would be taken by this layout. It was claimed 
in this equity proceeding that the layout was invalid in that 
variations had been made between the plan of the layout of 
this Bates Road which had been filed in the Town Clerk’s 
Office previous to the Town vote of acceptance of the layout 
and the plan used for the Order of Taking a copy of which 
later plan was recorded at the Barnstable County Registry of 
Deeds on April 7, 1961. 


On February 16, 1961 the case was referred to Joseph H. 
Beecher, Esq., as Master to hear the evidence and report the 
facts to the Court. Hearings were soon held at Falmouth by 
the Master at which hearings witnesses were called by both 
Sides, exhibits produced and examined. Later each side filed 
a brief with the Master. In accordance with the procedure 
required the Master prepared his Draft Report, sent copies 
to both Counsel, followed that with a hearing at Barnstable 
in which both Counsel took part; thereafter the Master com- 
pleted his Master’s Report and on April 24, 1961 filed it in the 
Clerk’s Office of the Superior Court at Barnstable. 


Later a hearing on the Master’s Report was held at Barn- 
stable before Judge Paquet of the Superior Court. His ruling 
in substance was that the changes and variations made in the 
Taking Plan rendered the Taking invalid and Judge Paquet 
entered a Final Decree which in substance declared the Tak- 
ing to be invalid. Up to and including this matter the peti- 
tioners had been represented by Counsel, William T. Munson, 
Esq. 

After this Final Decree, Nathaniel Denman, a petitioner, 
acted for the most part as his own counsel. Various legal 
matters were undertaken by him. One of these was a petition 
to have the Town of Falmouth adjudged in contempt. Ata 
hearing on this petition in Boston, Judge Macauley summar- 
ily dismissed the petition. At the same hearing Judge Ma- 
cauley also denied a petition for a Restraining Order against 
the Town of Falmouth seeking to prevent the Town from do- 
ing any further work of construction on the Katharine Lee 
Bates Road. 


Then followed various further proceedings, namely (1) 
Motion to Amend the Final Decree; (2) another Motion to 
Amend the Final Decree; (3) a Motion for Relief Pending 
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Appeal; (4) Appeal from the Final Decree to the Supreme 
Judicial Court; (5) Filing of Designations for the Appeal. 
These various motions were denied by the Court. Finally 
under date of February 14, 1962 Judge Paquet notified Na- 
thaniel A. Denman that it was not within his power as the 
Judge who entered the Final Decree to make any amend- 
ments to it. 


The appeal to the Supreme Court from the Final Decree 
was never completed because the appealing party, Nathaniel 
A. Denman, had failed to pay the cost of printing the record 
cen appeal within the required time. 


Final result: My Motion to Dismiss the Appeal was heard 
and granted by Judge Pecce and thereby this case with all 
these proceedings was finally ended. 


B. Pending Cases in 1961: 


1. Cameron Smith, et al, vs. Falmouth Board of Appeals, 
et al. 
Barnstable Superior Court #25867 
This was an appeal entered in the Barnstable County 
Superior Court from a variance which permitted the owner 
of land in North Falmouth with dwelling and barn thereon, 
under restrictions to use said buildings for the display of a 
collection of dolls. This doll collection has been reported to 
have been made over many years and is of rare, unusual and 
antique dolls. 


Trial, however, could not be had on account of illness of 
the Petitioner’s husband, who is an Attorney at Law and is 
handling this case for his wife. No progress has been made 
on this case. 


2. Civil Action No. 60-407-J, United States District Court. 

In June, 1958, Loretta C. Ahearn of Hartford, Connecticut, 
while stepping from the Town wharf or bulkhead on the east- 
erly side of Falmouth Inner Harbor onto the boat “Annie B” 
claims to have been seriously and permanently injured be- 
cause of a fall to the deck of said boat. She brought suit 
against Doyle Motors, Inc.; Newsweek, Inc.; Harry P. Harwich, 
and the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth. The ad dam- 
num in the writ is stated as $225,000. Francis T. Ahearn, her 
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husband, claims damages in addition for medical expenses 
and other damages, in the amount of $25,000. 


There have been many depositions taken of the various 
parties and of witnesses; also many motions and interroga- 
tories, admissions or denials of facts, and other proceedings 
in preparation for trial. The plaintiffs claim that as the 
Town does rent dockage rights for the boat called “Annie B” 
that the Town is or may be liable for some omission or act 
of negligence. All that can be said of this case is that eventu- 
ally it will be tried or possibly settled. 


3. Falmouth Finance Committee vs. Falmouth Board of 
Public Welfare 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 25617 

This case is based upon the refusal in 1959 of the Fal- 
mouth Board of Public Welfare to permit James S. Shurtleff 
to have access to the Town of Falmouth Public Welfare name 
files and case records of recipients of the Town of Falmouth 
Public Welfare or Old Age Assistance or disability aid. 

The contention of the Finance Committee is that it has 
the right to have such records examined by someone who is 
acting as their representative. 

The contention of the Falmouth Board of Public Welfare 
is that the statutes permitting examination of name files and 
case records does not allow such access or examination to be 
made by an employed representative or so-called ‘expert’, of 
such records. 

After much controversy and much time, an agreed state- 
ment of facts has been finally entered into since which time 
the matter rests with Judge Thompson of the Massachusetts 
Superior Court who, after hearing, had sustained the Demur- 
rer filed on behalf of the Falmouth Board of Welfare. 


It is expected that this case will reach the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court. 


4. Marguerite S. Weidner vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court Case #26565 
Marguerite S. Weidner of Reading, Pennsylvania, on No- 
vember 9, 1961 brought suit against the Town of Falmouth 
for alleged negligence resulting in personal injuries. The 
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damages claimed in the writ are $4500. She claims that on 
July 21, 1961, while traveling on the Woods Hole Road, a pub- 
lic highway, by reason of a defect therein she fell causing 
her severe and permanent personal injuries, and also expense 
for medicine and medical attention. 


The writ was entered January 2, 1962, and an Answer on 
behalf of the Town was duly filed. This case is on the Barn- 
stable Jury List for April. 


5. John R. Augusta, et al, vs. The Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26398 

This is a suit in equity brought under date of August 29, 
1961. The petitioners were the owners of land on the Norther- 
ly side of Main Street about opposite St. Patrick’s Church. 
Because of the need for additional drainage of Main Street 
at that location the Town voted on March 8, 1960, to acquire 
by purchase or eminent domain an easement for installing 
a drain pipe in and through petitioners’ land from Main 
Street to Nye’s Pond and appropriated $500. 


After failure to come to terms the Selectmen, on Decem- 
ber 28, 1960, made a taking of a 15-foot strip adjoining land 
of the Falmouth Locker Plant, for drainage purposes. The 
Order of Taking was recorded January 27, 1961. The peti- 
tioners then set their damages at $7500, the same sum now 
claimed by them in Article 75 of the 1962 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


Petitioners claim that the Article as adopted failed to 
properly specify the nature and extent of the easement and 
that the Article was adopted without a plot plan indicating 
the extent or location of the proposed easement. 


The case was referred to a Master, who thereupon heard 
the case, took a view of the premises, heard arguments, ex- 
amined briefs filed by the parties, and filed his report of the 
facts. His report left the determination of the validity of the 
action of the Town and of the Order of Taking for the deter- 
mination of the Court. Unless settled or otherwise disposed of 
the decision of this case will probably be before the June ses- 
sion of the Court at Barnstable. 
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6. Hazel F. Harding vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #239075 
S. Hale Harding vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #239079 
These are companion cases, one brought by Hazel F. 
Harding of Melrose for personal injuries and consequential 
damages claimed to have been caused on July 18, 1960 by the 
alleged defective condition of the “public parking area” ad- 
jacent to the “public dock” located on Old Dock Road, West 
Falmouth; the other case being brought by her husband, S. 
Hale Harding for loss claimed to have been incurred by him 
for consequential damages and loss of service of his wife. 
The ad damnum in the Hazel F. Harding case as stated in 
the writ is $100,000; and in the S. Hale Harding case is 
$25,000. The summons served on the Town are dated July 17, 
1961. 


On behalf of the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth a 
Demurrer and Answer have been filed in each of said cases. 


Also said Hazel F. Harding has in the same Court by writ 
said to have been dated July 17, 1961 brought an action for 
damages in said sum of $100,000 for personal injuries against 
the Forbes MacGregor Corporation, alleging that as lessee of 
the Town of Falmouth it was liable to her therefor. 


These cases are pending in the Middlesex Jury Session of 
the Superior Court. 


7. John B. Mendez vs. David L. Scannell #18577 
Levi Gomes vs. David L. Scannell #18577 

These cases were brought in the First District Court of 
Barnstable against David L. Scannell because of alleged dam- 
ages resulting from a collision between the Mendez auto- 
mobile and a Town owned police automobile operated at the 
time by David L. Scannell as a police officer on duty for the 
Town of Falmouth. The police automobile was, on January 
21, 1961, on the right side of the street (Palmer Avenue) pro- 
ceeeding North near Watson’s Corner when the Mendez auto- 
mobile operated by him with Levi A. Gomes as one of its 
passengers, coming in the opposite direction (Southerly), ap- 
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plied his brakes, was unable to stop and struck the Town 
automobile. The roads were at the time covered with snow 
and were slippery. The police automobile at the time of im- 
pact was almost completely stopped. 


In their writs both Mendez and Gomes set their ad dam- 
num at $5000. If the facts as we have them can be proved it 
appears that there is no liability. These cases are expected 
to be tried on March 30, 1962. 


8. Town of Falmouth vs. Division of Fisheries and Game 
Barnstable Superior Court #26259 Equity 

This is a petition for Declaratory Judgment brought on 
behalf of the Town of Falmouth against this particular divi- 
sion of the Commonwealth in order to establish the rights 
claimed by the Town of Falmouth in the Coonamessett Air 
port, an airfield which has been operated by the Town almost 
all of the time since 1929 and for which the Town has, dur- 
ing said period, spent substantial sums of money in grading 
and filling as was required, and in building the two airplane 
runways at said airport. 


The level area which the Town claims the right to oper- 
ate as its Municipal Airport consists of about 80 acres, where- 
as the entire acreage purchased by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts in 1958 was of a total of about 1400 acres. 

The Division of Fisheries & Game had given notice to the 
Executive Air Service, Inc. that its lease from the Coonames- 
sett Ranch, Inc. under which the Town had rights to main- 
tain its Municipal Airport had expired and therefore the 
premises must be vacated. It was reported that the Division 
of Fisheries & Game were all ready to enter upon this well 
established airfield and with plows and other mechanical 
equipment make this airfield into an area for the main- 
tenance and propagation of quail, pheasants, and other game 
so that sportsmen could come each fall during the short open 
season and shoot such game. 

The applicable Statute Law provides that in order to ac- 
quire property in a Town for fish and wildlife management 
purposes or propagation the approval of the Selectmen must 
be obtained. The Town of Falmouth contends that no such 
approval was ever obtained. 
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The above case has been referred to a Master to hear the 
parties and to report th efacts. In ordinary course the case 
will be heard before the Master who in turn will later file a 
Master’s report. This report will be reviewed by the Court 
and a decision arrived at. 


The hearings before the Master are set to commence on 
or about March 15, 1962. In the meantime a Court Restrain- 
ing Order prevents the Division of Fisheries and Game from 
taking control of this 80-acre tract containing the Town of 
Falmouth Municipal Airport. 


CONCLUSION: 

From the foregoing list of cases disposed of during the 
year 1961 it is evident that a substantial portion of cases 
against the Town were terminated in that year. On the other 
hand the foregoing list shows that law suits of various sub- 
santial claims are due to come to trial and be disposed of 
during this coming year of 1962. 


Reference is made to the Ahearn case in the United 
States District Court where the total ad damnum is $250,000.00 
and to the two Harding cases where the total ad damnum is 
$125,000.00. In this connection once again it must be stated 
and brought to the attention of the voters that when the 
Town of Falmouth operates any of its properties or facilities 
so as to acquire income therefrom generally, from a legal 
standpoint, the Town becomes subjct to claims and suits for 
any negligence or neglect resulting in injuries thereof to any 
person or to any person’s property. It has been suggested 
that the Town should arrange for and have liability insur- 
ance as a protection where property is used on a commercial 
basis. Such suggestions when heretofore made have not been 
adopted. Nevertheless, I feel that my duty is that such sug- 
gestions should be again brought to the attention of the Offi- 
cers and Voters of the Town of Falmouth.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Building Needs Committee is pleased to sub- 
mit this report of its deliberations and actions to be incorp- 
orated in the Annual Report of Town Officers. 

The Central Intermediate School: 

Concerning the central intermediate school (for which 
the Town voted a bond issue in 1961) this Committee has 
had three important tasks: 


1. To consult with architects about details of the final 
plans and specifications. 

2. To negotiate a favorable general construction con- 
tract in conformity with the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth applicable to public bidding. 

3. To search out and engage a competent clerk of the 
works for on-the-site supervision of the work. 

The Committee has completed these tasks and has been 

advised that, with luck, the building may be ready for oc- 
cupancy before the target date, September, 1963. 


General Construction bids were received from the fol- 
lowing general contractors: 

C. A. Batson Co., Brockton 

DeStefano Construction Co., Brighton 

J. F. Fitzgerald, Canton 

T. Loranger & Sons, New Bedford 

Wexler Construction Co., Newton Highlands 

White Construction Co., Burlington 


The general construction contract was awarded to the 
low bidder, C. A. Batson Co. of Brockton, Massachusetts for 
the sum of $1,423,049. 


Contracts for furnishings, fencing, and additional site 
development are yet to be awarded. 

To serve the important function of Clerk of the Works, 
the Committee selected from among a number of applicants 
Mr. A. C. Dahlen of Wareham, Massachusetts. He brings to the 
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task a long experience in this kind of work and special 
training in a number of aspects of the construction industry. 


Recommendations: 

Besides working on the new Intermediate School, the 
Committee has consulted with School Committee about other 
school housing problems created by the continuing boom in 
births. This Committee’s attention has been directed to the 
School Committee’s estimate of school building needs, A 
Proposed Program of Capital Outlays, published in the 1960 
Annual Town Report. In this report, the School Committee 
said that if births and primary grade enrollments continued 
at current levels, additional primary grade classroom space 
would be required. A program was proposed for providing 
this space as the needs unfolded. The steps and their order 
in the program were (1) the construction of an elementary 
school for North-West Falmouth; (2) the enlargement of the 
Teaticket School; and (3) the construction of a new school 
to serve the Quissett-Woods Hole area. 

The data on current and anticipated enrollments is per- 
Suasive evidence that Step (1) of this program will soon be 
imperative and that Step (2) cannot long be postponed. This 
Committee, therefore, has two recommendations bearing 
upon these matters. First, the Committee recommends that 
it be empowered to have preliminary plans prepared for a 
new elementary school to be constructed on the site in North 
Falmouth, which was acquired for this purpose in 1961. Sec- 
ondly, this Committee recommends that the Town acquire 
about nine acres of land along Sandwich Road to expand 
the Teaticket School site in anticipation of the enlargement 
of this school. 

To ensure consideration of these recommendations, this 
Committeee has inserted appropriate articles in the warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting.

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Report of the School Committee 


The School Committee is responsible for establishing 
school policies so that the administration of the schools may 
be carried out efficiently. This means that the Committee is 
ultimately responsible for the management of the schools. 
It is not concerned with day to day details of administration 
unless its policies become so outdated as to cause dissatis- 
faction, or so poorly conceived as to make for uncertainty in 
executing them. 


Most of the policies presently applicable were written about 
ten years ago. Some have been kept up-to-date by necessity. 
The chief example is the teachers’ salary scale. Were this to 
get out of line with those in neighboring communities we 
would be unable to procure or retain the teachers needed 
to improve school standards. (Potential Falmouth residents 
would settle in these towns.) Some policies, on the other hand, 
have never been implemented due to lack of space. From a 
total of 1,537 pupils in 1946 the school population has grown 
to 3,289 in 1961 (i.e., it has more than doubled in less than 
fifteen years). During this time the net cost to the Town 
has remained at roughly the same percentage of the total 
budget (27%in 1946, 32% in 1950, 30% in 1960, 32% in 1961). 


During this period only two new schools have been 
completed, and a third has just been started. Yet on com- 
pletion of the new Intermediate School the Mullen-Hall 
schools will still be dangerously overcrowded, as will be all 
the other elementary schools in Town. 


The School Committee therefore urges (1) that plans 
proceed at once for a new elementary school in North Fal- 
mouth on land purchased in 1961 and (2) that land be 
acquired adjacent to the Teaticket School. It is anticipated 
that the Committee will ask in 1963 for (1) plans to enlarge 
and renovate the Teaticket School and (2) the purchase of 
land in the Quissett-Sippiwissett area. We wish to note that 
although our school population is greater than that in the 
Town of Barnstable, Barnstable has nearly completed its 
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capital outlay program started 10 years ago with the con- 
struction of 8 new schools at a reported cost of more than 
$7,000,000. In contrast the Town of Falmouth will have ex- 
pended nearly $4,500,000. for three schools. It is therefore a 
critical time for education in Falmouth. 


During the period of rapid expansion, which the Com- 
mittee views as merely keeping abreast of education in neigh- 
boring towns, the Committee will review existing policies 
and revise them if desirable. For example, a number of new 
principals will be needed for the new schools. Qualifications 
and job specifications for these individuals must be estab- 
lished. At the same time the curriculum must be scrutinized 
to make sure that the boys and girls in the Falmouth schools 
can compete with the best of those graduated from other 
school systems. 


Policies are established as a result of (1) studies and 
recommendations made by the administrative staff, (2) 
studies and recommendations made by individual members 
of the School Committee, (3) attendance at in-training sem- 
inars for School Committee members held by the New Eng- 
land School Development Council, the Massachusetts Associ- 
ation of School Committees and Boston College, and (4) 
participation in the conventions and work of the Massachu- 
setts Association of School Committees, and (5) service on 
Committees sponsored by the Massachusetts Department of 
Education. 


With due regard to the effect on the Falmouth tax rate, 
we believe that the Falmouth School System is making a 
slow but steady improvement in the quality of instruction. 
There are still weaknesses, but these can be largely overcome 
when more space is available. 


The School Committee could not possibly achieve its goals 
without the unstinting devotion and cooperation of the en- 
tire staff—administrative, professional and non-professional. 
Overcrowding means overworking. In classes 20-30% larger 
than is desirable, a classroom teacher cannot give the needed 
attention to each pupil, to every paper corrected after school, 
or to individual student conferences. Space limits the labora- 
tory, shop and gymnastic programs, and others must also be 
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modified. Housekeeping is equally difficult, whether in the 
cafeteria or in keeping the schools clean and sanitary, when 
these quarters are too small for the numbers that must be 
serviced. 


It is, therefore, important to record this year the Com- 
mittee’s appreciation—often left unsaid, although not un- 
recognized—for the heavy burden placed on the staff. They 
wish to congratulate Mr. Marshall on the completion of his 
first twenty-five years as principal in the High School. It also 
seems especially appropriate to commend Mr. Merson and 
Miss Donahue, the two persons with whom the Committee is 
most closely associated. They may occasionally look startled 
at some extra assignment, but they never say that it cannot 
be done.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Two actions of the 1961 Town Meeting deserve to be 
prominently recorded in this annual report of progress of the 
schools. The first is the adoption by acclamation of a resolu- 
tion to rename the Village School the Margaret A. Mullen 
School, in recognition of the long service of the School’s 
presiding principal. That such honor should be bestowed upon 
one of our colleagues is a source of pride and inspiration to 
all. In the second unprecedented action, the Town Meeting 
voted unanimously and without debate to appropriate more 
than $1,800,000 for the construction of a new central inter- 
mediate school in Falmouth. Thus, limitations of place and 
space will soon be removed and the way opened for new 
adventures in quality education. 


Indications of steps already taken and progress made 
along this way are to be found in the reports of principals 
and supervisors, which are herewith attached. 


The reports tell of participation in intensive retraining 
programs under the National Defense Education Act and 
the National Science Foundation; of the extension of the 
functions of guidance; of the modification of curriculm 
content and teaching methods in the areas of science, mathe- 
matics and foreign languages; of the extension of subjects 
formerly considered secondary school subjects (notable the 
teaching of foreign language) down into the elementary 
schools — as far as the third grade; of the establishment 
of a reading program in which traditional grade designa- 
tions are eliminated; of the development in the high school 
of new social studies and citizenship programs; of the 
offering of advanced courses, formerly of the college fresh- 
man level, to certain students in the high school; of the 
stepping up of requirements in English, with emphasis upon 
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reading and weekly theme writing. These activities, and 
others like them, they say, are supported by recruitment and 
retention of a young faculty with good training and high 
potential. 


The effects of these adaptions may perhaps be discerned 
in the mass of statistics filed with these reports by the Direc- 
tor of Curriculm & Guidance. During the past six years, the 
statistics show, pupil performance in end-of-the-year, stand- 
ardized tests has steadily risen in all major subjects offered 
by the high school. In some areas the improvement has been 
dramatic. Achievement on College Board examinations has 
improved proportionately. 


The number and the proportion of our students continu- 
ing beyond high school has also risen. A record 59% of last 
year’s graduating class went on to further schooling in in- 
stitutions of all levels of competitiveness. All 1961 graduates 
with “B” averages or better, who desired, gained admission 
to highly competitive schools. 


Equally significant, though at the other end of the 
academic scale, is the decline in the proportion of pupils 
“dropping out” of school for lack of interest or failure. The 
number of “drop-outs” is less than half the number leaving 
school in 1950, though the total pupil population has doubled 
since that time. 


Encouraging though the statistics may be, they provide also 
antidotes to self complacency. Though the composite pupil 
achievement in the test scores is generally better than aver- 
age, there are individual pupils in certain subject areas whose 
performance is far below their potential. In some academic 
subject areas, there is need for general uplift in performance. 
Despite the reduction in “drop outs”, twenty boys and nine- 
teen girls, distributed fairly evenly among the high school 
grades, left school last year. These pupils, together with those 
who had left school from current classes in previous years, 
make up a population of nearly 100 high-school-age boys 
and girls who did not attend school in Falmouth last year. 


As the Director of Curriculum & Guidance points out in 
his report, the general achievement of a number of other stu- 
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dents was low, and the attendance of some was so sporadic 
and irregular that they just miss being added to the “drop- 
out” list. 


These conditions derive from many causes. But in part, 
we think, they are affected by a school curriculum which has 
been shrunk to suit space limitation. The potential ‘‘drop- 
out” needs a practical curriculum, taught in the atmosphere 
of shop or laboratory, or otherwise related to meaningful 
work. In our case, less than 10% of our high school population 
is enrolled in shop or vocational courses. There is presently 
room for no more. 


These shortages of place adversely affects everything the 
school tries formally to do, and even more, affects the in- 
formal associations between students and between faculty 
and student from which significant impulses for learning 
should arise. 


For the present, however, while we plan for new classes 
to open and new schools to be constructed, we continue also 
to be preoccupied with temporary expediences. We may expect 
an increase in enrollment next September of more than 200 
children. I do not know at this time where we shall house 
them, but it seems certain that classes must be set up in 
buildings other than schools, and that, in addition, a sub- 
stantial part of the schools must operate on some kind of 
staggered session plan. 


We dwell upon our limitations here, not to prolong present 
agonies, but rather to suggest the nature of our problems and 
the size of our opportunities. The extent to which the com- 
munity should be committed to the realization of these op- 
portunities will doubtless be a major theme of our consulta- 
tion during the year. In this process you will review purpose 
and policies. You will reaffirm or establish new mandates for 
school staff. And this is, indeed, fitting time for such activity, 
since, for the first time in years, you will be essentially a 
new committee. 


I wish to express publicly to the school staff my apprecia- 
tion for their loyalty and support. They would have me speak 
for them their gratitude for your service to the schools. 
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During the year, you have participated in 44 evening meetings 
—26 as the School Committee, and 18 as members of the 
School Building Needs Committee. You have attended many 
more informal meetings and visitations about schools locally 
and in other towns. In addition the chairman has participated 
actively in State education affairs as a district officer of the 
Massachusetts School Committee Association. By your dili- 
gence, you have set us an example. We hope that you have 
come to feel that the progress you have observed in the 
schools has been worth the efforts.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF CURRICULUM 


AND GUIDANCE 


To Mr. Harry S. Merson, Superintendent of Schools 


During the course of the school year, I compile consider- 


able data about boys and girls. To my report I have attached 
some of these data, a series of tables, from which conclusions 
may be drawn about some of the effects of the school pro- 


gram. 


In appendix I, (on file in the Superintendent’s office) I 


have attached a series of compilations summarizing our com- 
prehensive, end-of-the-year, achievement testing program 
in grades one through twelve. From an analysis of the data 
I make the following statements: 


. 


The results in almost every subject area at every 
grade level reflect sound conscientious teaching. Our 
average scores equal or exceed those reported by the 
publisher. These tests are so constructed that fifty 
percent of the students will always score above average 
and fifty percent will score below average. We make 
comparisions between our students’ scores and those 
upon whom the test was tried out, usually a national 
sampling. 

There are some few areas of testing in which perform- 
ance falls below our expectations. Scores obtained from 
the first grade reading tests are acceptable, but in view 
of our entrance age and kindergarten reading program, 
we had hoped reading scores would be higher than they 
are. In my opinion, the number of children assigned to 
first grade teachers is beyond acceptable limits. The 
reduction of the size of these classes should be high on 
our priority list. 

Scores in certain areas in the junior high school also 
reflect weaknesses which need further examination. 
Here again teachers are carrying the heaviest teaching 
loads of any in the secondary school. I look forward to 
the opening of the new intermediate school to correct 
this situation. 


From students who as a group seem more scholastically 
able than those in the average community teachers can 
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and should expect good performances. Generally, they 
get them. : 


5. Pupil performances on special achievement tests given 
to students taking foreign languages, higher mathe- 
matics, advanced sciences, and social studies are en- 
couraging. Though scores in modern language are gen- 
erally lower than those obtained in other areas, the 
scores of third-year modern language students are 
respectable. 


In appendix II I have included a number of tables show- 
ing the results of our end-of-the-year testing program in the 
areas mentioned in number 5 above from 1956 to the present. 
You will be encouraged to note the steady rise in scores 
obtained by our students on these tests. Of particular interest 
is the striking improvement in the American History test 
results. I would like to suggest several conditions which I feel 
contribute to these improvements. There are, doubtless, others 


1. A gradual strengthening of the teaching of the basic 
skills through the elementary school and the junior high 
school. 


2. The employment of additional dedicated and well- 
trained teachers. There is persuasive evidence that this 
one factor has affected performance in several areas. 


3. The participation of staff members in intensive study 
and retraining programs in special subject areas. 


4. The improving attitudes about education which charac- 
terize the student body. 


In appendix ITI, I have included several tables which 
Suggest a more seamy side of education. So much of our effort 
is directed towards improving the academic programs for 
college-oriented students that little energy is left for planning 
programs for others. We still find students who do not choose 
to remain in school to graduate. All of the nation-wide pub- 
licity about financial gains to be realized by graduating has 
not kept these students in school. In fact, between September 
15, 1960 and September 15, 1961, thirty-nine students, twenty 
boys and ninteen girls, left school. This means that about 
twenty percent of the students who enter grade nine do not 
finish high school. 
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There have been encouraging changes, however. Ten 
years ago, eighty-six students left school. Then, about forty- 
five percent of the students who entered grade nine failed 
to finish high school. Then also, pupils left school between 
grades six and seven or from grades seven and eight. Today 
these grades are no longer terminal points for the schooling 
of boys and girls. Furthermore, none of the students who left 
school this past year had intelligence quotients above 120. 
There is much concern nationally about such capable students 
leaving school. 


Despite the fact that our holding power has increased, 
I feel we have an attendance problem with some pupils who 
might have left school in the past, but who now attend but 
are chronically absent. I see these students as a neglected 
part of the school population. We try to induce higher aca- 
demic performance from these children by cajoling or prod- 
ding or threatening, but, instead, our efforts to plan seem 
only to create feelings of inferiority. These methods have been 
unsuccesful. We have neither the space, the equipment, nor 
the personnel to plan and execute a realistic program for 
them. 


During the past year, I have attempted to alert the 
high school administration and staff to the needs of the 
academically talented and of slow-learners. A series of meet- 
ings was held with department heads and guidance counsel- 
ors with the purpose of delineating desirable courses and 
content for these two groups. Much work still remains to 
be done. 


I continued the practice of issuing the complete test re- 
sults by grades to secondary school teachers. I initiated the 
practice of providing elementary teachers with class lists in- 
cluding the stanine scores for all students assigned to them 
in the fall. 


Many conferences were held with the school doctor, 
school psychiatrist, school adjustment counselor, guidance 
counselors, and nurses about children for whom concern was 
shown by parents, teachers or administrators. 
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I look back on the year with mixed feelings. I regret the 
departure of John O’Donnell, who worked so diligently and 
conscientiously in the guidance department. Paul Wasseth 
gives every indication of being a very capable replacement. 


The three teachers called upon to assist in guidance when 
John Quick was recalled to active duty have adjusted well to 
their new roles. In fact, I find there is much merit to hav- 
ing teachers serve on a part-time basis in the guidance func- 
tion. They bring recent classroom experiences to the job 
and thus relate well to their co-workers. 


To conclude, may I thank you and, through you, the 
School Committee for the trust you have expressed by allow- 
ing me to concentrate my talents in areas where I think 
they can be most helpful.

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‘REPORTS OF SCHOOL PRINCIPALS 
Lawrence High School 


To: Harry S. Merson, Superintendent of Schools 


This year my report covers five of the major areas of 
study. I have selected these fields to point up our concern 
for academic achievement and our interest in new approaches 
to the teaching of familiar subject areas. 


C.B.A. Chemistry 

We have introduced, this year, the Chemical Bond Ap- 
proach (C.B.A.) project in chemistry. This project is sup- 
ported by the National Science Foundation, and we are one 
of eight schools in Massachusetts participating in the pro- 
gram. 


The C.B.A. project is an attempt to develop an intro- 
ductory chemistry course which presents modern chemistry 
to beginning students. The presentation is intended to give 
students a preliminary understanding of what chemistry is 
about, rather than a collection of chemical reactions and 
laboratory techniques. The nature of C.B.A. chemistry is in- 
fluenced by the belief that chemistry is fascinating. To re- 
veal this fascination, it is not enough to have students mem- 
orize the data of chemistry. They must learn to handle ideas, 
and to develop logical reasoning which in turn leads to 
reasonable solutions to problems. 


Throughout the course there is emphasis on the con- 
tinuity of the arguments of chemistry. Through the text and 
the laboratory program, most of the topics normally included 
in traditional high school texts are developed, not as indi- 
vidual entities, but rather as interconnected threads of the 
total fabric of chemistry. 


Mrs. Erva Levine, our instructor, spent last summer at 
Brown University taking an intensive course in preparation 
for the introduction of C.B.A. chemistry at Lawrence High 
Schol. 


We feel fortunate that Lawrence High School was select- 
ed as one of the schools to introduce this program. It is under 
the supervision of the National Science Foundation. We will 
play a part in the evaluation and revision of this program. 
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PSSC Physics 

This is our second year of our offering the new Physi- 
cal Science Study Committee Course. The Physical Science 
Study Committee was organized in 1956 at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology to devise a modern course in physics 
for secondary schools. Its membership included university 
professors, high school teachers, industrial scientists and 
technical specialists from many parts of the country. The 
work was sponsored by the National Science Foundation, the 
Ford Foundation and the Fund for the Advancement of Edu- 
cation. 


After five years of preparation and tryout, the new 
physics course was first presented to high schools in Sep- 
tember, 1960. Many colleges are in the process of setting up 
special divisions in physics to accommodate high school 
graduates who have had the benefit of this course. We have 
expanded the PSSC offering this year to accommodate two 
divisions in physics. Forty-five of our senior students are 
enrolled in the course. 


In the English and Social Studies fields, the following 
reports cover some of the points of concentration and 
change. 


English 

The course of study in English in Lawrence High School 
is divided into two broad parts: first, reading or the study 
of literature; and secondly, communication, or speaking and 
writing. Also listed under the English course are a variety of 
matters such as word analysis and the mechanics of written 
and oral expression—including spelling, punctuation, usage 
and format, voice control, etc. These latter are treated sep- 
arately for purposes of analysis, but they are thought of as 
contributory skills to our main purposes and are considered 
always in relation to them. 


Reading 

The English reading program in grades 9 and 10 is in- 
tended to open up exciting new worlds of books. Group read- 
ings, exploiting relationships between literature and life, 
lead the pupil to wider experience and even, hopefully, to 
recognition of the magic of the printed word. With this pri- 
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mary end always in view, teachers also work with pupils in- 
tensively to improve comprehension and reading rate. They 
try to teach, in many ways, the adjustment of rate to the 
requirements of the printed material—and of the reader. 


In grades 11 and 12, the emphasis of the reading pro- 
gram shifts from the general to the more intensive reading 
and analysis of classics representing varied literary forms. 
In grade 11, the readings, from American literature, com- 
plement the study of United States History. In grade 12, 
readings are mainly from the field of English literature as 
seen against a world literature background. 


Writing 

Wherever possible, the pupil’s reading is used as the stim- 
ulus to his writing. Although more attention to form, pen- 
manship and variety of medium is given during the early 
high school years, all instruction seeks to foster the stu- 
dent’s development of effective expression. Accuracy, unity, 
coherence, and emphasis are still regarded as fundamentals 
of satisfactory communication. On the upper grade levels, 
students are challenged with additional reading-connected 
compositions, notetakings, writing under pressure, and pro- 
ductions of more penetrating essays. Frequent writing exer- 
cises are mandatory at all levels. 


In conjunction with exercises in writing and speaking, 
lessons in language dexterity form an integral part of the 
English program. Ninth and tenth graders are required to 
perform frequently in roles as talkers and listeners. Juniors 
and seniors are encouraged to discuss and, hopefully, to de- 
velop the ability to think more rapidly and deeply. Grammar 
and the mechanics of expression are taught linguistically and 
in the traditional ways at the lower grade levels. During the 
terminal years, instruction in mechanics is related to the 
individual student’s needs. 


Little fruitful experience could be gained in the other 
areas if vocabulary preparation were neglected. Manter-Hall 
exercises, which foster evolution of working vocabulary, are 
augmented by practice in connotation and word association. 
Correct spelling, ease, accuracy and quality enrichments form 
the aggregate of English word-building experiences. More in- 
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tensive study, including work in contextual association, is 
demanded of the college preparatory pupils, especially as the 
student nears his taking of the College Entrance Examination 
Board examinations. 

To keep pace with ever-increasing, frequently-altering 
societal requirements, teachers are continuously re-evalu- 
ating the English program in order to serve the needs of the 
greatest number of students. 


Social Studies 

We have felt that emphasis should not be concentrated 
in the fields of science and mathematics. It is important and 
necessary that students understand and appreciate the his- 
tory of their own country. Today, it is also important that 
they understand the historical backgrounds of the other peo- 
ple of the world. 


This year, therefore, we introduced a two-year sequence 
course in world cultures for students in grades 9 and 10, in- 
tended to broaden their understanding of the history and 
culture of Latin America, Africa and the other countries 
of the world. 


A seminar-type class for some seniors was introduced. 
Contemporary Issues is the study or examination of a few 
basic concepts and ideologies as related to the student him- 
self. These include a look at the major economic systems— 
capitalism, socialism and communism—as well as the political 
organizations of democracy, monarchy and dictatorship. 


As in all courses the students are required to cover and 
learn much basic information, in this case about economic, 
governmental and social systems. Equal emphasis is also 
placed upon ideas and concepts. There is a high degree of 
student participation, oral and written. Although the lecture 
method is used from time to time, much work is done on an 
individual and group basis. Rather than a single text book, 
many books and authors are used, wide latitude in choice of 
reading is left to the student. Students are encouraged to 
take stands on issues, and then to defend them, both orally 
and in writing. 

In addition to numerous readings and presentations 
by the instructor, guests have from time to time been called 
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in who can speak with authority on one phase of the sub- 
ject. Also, selected movies and regular participation in 
“Focus’”—the High School—College series on Ideology and 
World Affairs, over Channel 2 (WGBH-TV) have been in- 
corporated into the course. 


Modern Mathematics 

We are endeavoring to use the modern approach to the 
study of mathematics in a limited number of courses. The 
courses begin at the 7th grade level and extend through high 
school. Needless to say, we are beginning with courses for 
college level students. However, as text books and materials 
are available, the courses will be offered to other students. 


Modern Mathematics teaches students how to create 
mathematics for themselves instead of merely memorizing 
the mathematics someone else created. Students discover 
for themselves the rules upon which the entire structure of 
mathematics, from arithmetic through calculus and beyond, 
is built. A more precise language is being used; it stresses 
critical thinking. The end product should be better mastery 
of the fundamental skills, more accurate thinking and cer- 
tainly better reading of mathematics material. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the faculty for 
their help and cooperation. It is through their efforts and 
continual interest in the young people of Falmouth that we 
are able to offer and maintain a progressive program of 
studies.

Eleven students have married. 


SOME FURTHER OBSERVATIONS 


1. Top students were accepted at prestige colleges and col- 
leges of their first choice. 

(a) Eight of top ten students were accepted at a selec- 
tive (or) highly competitive school and school of 
first choice. 

(b) One of the top ten students was not accepted at the 
first school of his choice but was accepted at second. 

(c) Top student did not continue education for reasons 
that appear adequate. 

2. Upper 20% of class (through grade average of 84.07%) 
accepted at colleges commensurate with their desires 
and needs. 
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Remainder accepted at schools commensurate with de- 

sides and need or accepted as calculated risks. 

(a) Students properly oriented and motivated can be 
placed in appropriate institutions. 

(ob) Students indicating a desire to continue their edu- 
cation but lacking evidence for a successful prog- 
nosis, can be placed hut these become a statistical 
risk. 

The process of placement in schools becomes an orderly 

and successful experience when those involved the 

school, the parents, and the student, fully understand the 
capacity, potential, desires and needs of the student and 
recognize these as early as possible. 

Those students not continuing their education seem to 


have ample opportunities for full-time employment. 


(a) Girls, particularly those with secretarial skills, are 


continually in demand by local business men. 


(b) Request for young male employees go unanswered. 
6. Orientation for careers in the service and for marriage 


should be a continuous process.

EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL — TEATICKET SCHOOL 


All of the problems resulting from lack of space, which 
occurred last year because of the accommodation of the 
Henry Hall School pupils, still exist this year, without them, 
due to increased membership at the East Falmouth School. 
At the Teaticket School the membership this year is less than 
last year, but the same number of classrooms is necessary for 
regular classes and the same space problems are present. 


Last year, one of the Henry Hall School grade six classes 
had full time use of the East Falmouth Library. This year, 
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it has been very helpful to have the library available for 
kindergarten and French classes. Present membership figures 
indicate the necessity of using the library next year for a 
grade three class and restricting the kindergarten mostly to 
the kindergarten room. The play room would be available to 
the kindergarten at certain times during most days. Other 
arrangements would be necessary for some of the French 
classes. 


If the three sixth grades are transferred to the planned 
intermediate school in September 1963, every East Falmouth 
classroom will be occupied by a regular class and the library 
will be available for library use and other activities. If the 
new school is not ready in September 1963, there will be a 
shortage of two classrooms and the library will be needed 
for a regular classroom. Regardless of the new school, Tea- 
ticket will have a shortage of one classroom in September 


1963. 


The East Falmouth instrumental music classes are most 
handicapped by the lack of a regular and suitable meeting 
place. A large part of the day they are deprived of the use of 
the stage, the only place where a piano can be used, because 
of lunchroom and television programs. Consequently, other 
places such as the health room, play room, corridor, and 
closets are used. Classroom installation of television sets is 
recommended to give the music classes greater use of the 
stage. 


East Falmouth has been fortunate, thanks to the Emer- 
ald family, in having the use of the field across the street 
from the school for play purposes. Playing on this field as 
an alternate area has prevented the school playground from 
being overused and has given the pupils more outdoor play 
periods. 


As previously reported, Teaticket classrooms, especially 
the kindergarten, are small and inadequately equipped for 
an optimum educational program. Lack of an assembly room 
and a play room are also serious handicaps.

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WOODS HOLE SCHOOL 


Woods Hole School enjoys the unique position of being 
neighbor to a Coast Guard station and three scientific insti- 
tutions. The interest, sympathy, and special efforts of the 
village residents and laboratory personnel make available 
many adventures which otherwise would not be possible for 
the youngsters of this small school. 


Early in the autumn the Coast Guard officers and men 
received two classes aboard the Hornbeam and took them on 
a carefully planned, well escorted tour of the vessel. Oper- 
ating scientific instruments for daily work at sea were ex- 
plained to the children, as were various pieces of heavy me- 
chanical gear used in this buoy-tender’s rugged duties. In 
the following days at school an unusual number of drawings 
and reports showed the detailed interest and information 
brought home by this experience. 


Among the first visitors to the new aquarium of the 
Fish and Wildlife Service were classes from the school. And 
soon afterward Colonel Eugene S. Clark came from Sandwich 
to give a talk and show many of his superb under-sea pictures 
of marine life. Again paintings and drawings reflected the 
vibrant impressions of the curious youngsters. 


Some children develop patience with methodical scien- 
tific routine, and sustained attention over a long period. This 
was true of a Kindergarten group who wanted to see a chicken 
hatch from one of the eggs in an incubator loaned by the 
Marine Biological Laboratory. At several stages of incuba- 
tion some of the eggs were opened and examined, but it was 
not until a year later that another experiment brought full 
success. In this second trial the eggs were turned so faith- 
fully and the temperature checks and controls were made so 
regularly that the class had the final satisfaction of nur- 
turing a chick until he was able to peck his way into daylight. 


A most valuable all-day trip for the third and fourth 
grades was made possible this year through the initiative 
and help of a Woods Hole neighbor who had no children of 
her own in the school. In preparation for the trip to two 
Boston museums, committees from these two grades wrote 
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letters to obtain necessary information and special exhibits 
which were sent to them. After all arrangements had been 
completed, children and parents made a never-to-be-forgot- 
ten trip to the Museum of Fine Arts and the Children’s 
Museum of Science. 


During the year parents helped the school in a variety 
of ways. Among other thoughtful acts the mothers took over 
the lunch period once a week, thus giving all the teachers 
a needed and useful free period on that day. Through the 
generosity of two families the school now has received sev- 
eral fine pieces of equipment which do much to extend class- 
room programs. To the older grades one father gave a most 
interesting talk about his work as a commercial fisherman, 
while another father described in simple terms his scientific 
field and research activities. 


At Christmas time the younger children saw the Swed- 
ish celebration of the festival of Santa Lucia enacted by a 
Swedish family whose children are members of the school. 
This was followed by a rollicking, traditional Swedish dance 
in which everyone joined. 


This year the Woods Hole Woman’s Club, through one 
of their annual gifts to the school, laid the foundation for 
purchasing for the younger children’s library a much de- 
sired, modern encyclopedia having excellent illustrations. 


In spring the crocuses and daffodils coming into bloom 
on the front grounds remind us of our neighbors’ generosity 
and a “Brownie” planting project carried out several years 
ago. Next spring the flowering of various shrubs and dog- 
wood trees set out last April will brighten the approach to 
the school, and during this season the transplanting of a 
selection of evergreens and other material offered us from 
the stock of an Oceanographic friend should be begun. 


For all these and many other contributions to the life and 
enrichment of the school, we wish to express our deepest 
appreciation.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL DEPARTMENTS 
ART 


Progress of the Art Program during the present school 
year has been encouraging. The Junior High and Senior High 
schedules are moving well. There is need for some adjustment 
in the elementary area. 


On the elementary level Mrs. Vose is meeting with all 
of the classes which she can schedule within one week’s time. 
Because the number of classes in the elementary schools 
exceeds the number one-half hour art periods possible, Mrs. 
Vose is not meeting with the kindergarten groups. 


Mr. Rapoza’s program is a full one, too. It consists of 
sixteen elementary classes and fifteen Junior High classes, 
two of which are special class groups. 


Mr. Rapoza meets with eight hundred and fifty-six pupils 
each week. This is a demanding schedule. The breakdown of 
his classes is as follows:

Miss Barbara Buchanan is handling two special classes 
each week in art also. Thus the special class students receive 
a total of four art periods a week. 


The senior high school art program is still growing stead- 
ily in numbers, swelling from one hundred students last 
year to one hundred and twenty-two this year. However, 
we. have reached a maximum, it appears, on three counts: 


(1) number of classes a day, (2) number of students per class 
and (3) number of art staff available. 
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The senior high school schedule consists of three Art I 
classes meeting five days a week and two Art II and III classes 
also meeting five days each week, but for two periods each 
day. 

The average number of students per class is twenty-four. 


Senior High Highlights 

1. Prof. Currier of the Swain School of Design in New 
Bedford lectured and displayed art pieces from his 
school. A question and answer period followed. 

2. Our Open House gave us an opportunity to reveal our 
better art work. Our exhibit reached into the hallway 
almost to the cafeteria and was well received. 

3. Mr. LeBlanc, of Falmouth, lectured and demonstrated 
his Primitive wood carvings and clay mask-making 
techniques. A question and answer period followed. 


Recommendations 
1. that some consideration be given to the apparent need 
for additional art staff help in the elementary schools. 
2. that special thought be given to the special class set-up 
so that all concerned with the teaching of the group 
might do the best job possible. 


Comments 

I speak for the Art Staff when I say that the guidance 
and the understanding of the administration has been and 
is appreciated. We feel fortunate, indeed, to be a part (and 
a fairly large part, at that) of your school system.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATION LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


The physical education program of Lawrence High School 
consists of instruction in a variety of types of activities, such 
as games of lower organization, individual and dual sports, 
conditioning exercises, gymnastics, tumbling and team sports. 
Because of limited facilities, the pupils of grades eleven 
and twelve are not required to take part in the scheduled 
physical education program. In spite of this, there are some 
boys and girls who have elected to do so. There are also others 
of the upper two grades that have elected to take part in an 
advanced physical education class, gymnastics, two evenings 
a week during the winter. This has proved to be a very 
popular class and will grow accordingly. The student assist- 
ants are also selected from this advanced class to assist me 
with the unit on gymnastics. Gymnastics is stressed because 
of the physical fitness benefits to be derived therefrom. 


The physical education program is further extended into 
varsity and interschool programs for those students who 
desire to become more specialized in the major sport areas. 


We have reached the point at Lawrence High School 
where no boy has to be left off a squad because of lack of 
equipment or inferior equipment. We feel that this is of 
utmost importance, as we are striving for “maximum partici- 
pation”. 

We have come to the point, however, where lack of space 
limits the numbers with which it is feasible to work. We 
desperately need the new fields by the Lawrence High School 
and those planned for the new intermediate school. 


The coaching staff as a whole has put forth more of a 
united effort than at any other time in the past few years. 
There might be several reasons for this, one of which is a 
winning season. The success of our athletic teams during the 
first quarter of the present school year would seem to indicate 
that we are on the right path.

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PHYSICAL EDUCATION—-ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

With the loss of the Hall School Gymnasium, our program 
in physical education was reduced in range of activities. Most 
of the winter program was carried on in the classroom in 
the Mullen School. 

With the lack of outside facilities at the Armory and 
the Recreation Center, the children attended physical edu- 
cation classes on the Mullen School playgrounds in order 
to complete their physical fitness test. The number of children 
tested in the A.A.U. (Amateur Athletic Union) test totaled 
1,510. Of this number, 934 children passed and were given 
certificates. 

Many free time and after-school activities were carried 
on by Mr. Farrell, Mr. Douthhart and Mr. Kenney. Also, 
material learned in class was used in school shows. A Field 
Day was held at the Mullen School, with ribbons awarded 
as prizes. 

Again the teachers have been very helpful in carrying 
on the program of physical education. 

The after-school program of badminton was held at the 
East Falmouth School, and a trophy was awarded to the boy 
and girl winner.

MUSIC 
Lawrence High School 


This year much attention has been focused on the High 
School Band as they progressed, musically and financially, 
towards the goal that would enable them to participate in 
the Orange Bowl at New Year’s time. 

The music department, however, has been very active in 
all phases of music. Mr. Ewing, the vocal instructor in Miss 
Brown’s absence, has been very successful in building a com- 
petent senior choir and also has had a fine response in the 
junior high school, with a glee club. Mr. Ewing’s schedule is 
so heavy that it does not permit his teaching any more than 
the three periods a week at the High School. As a result, 
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Mr. Stevens has had to assume the complete seventh and 
eighth grade general music program. Much time has, there- 
fore, been lost in the instrumental teaching. 


With less time to develop instrumental teaching, much 
attention has been placed on larger musical group activities. 
In the junior high school, the Junior High School Band re- 
hearses on Monday afternoons, from 2:15 to 3:30 pm. The 
Junior High School Orchestra rehearses on Wednesdays, after 
school. Large formal classes are held after school: on Tues- 
days, string class; Thursdays, clarinet and saxophone class; 
and Fridays, brass class. A total of 96 junior high students 
take part in these activities. Before school and during lunch 
periods, smaller group and individual lessons are given. 


In the high school, the orchestra now numbers 35 and 
rehearses during school time twice a week. This group has 
improved and is working hard for public appearances in the 
spring concert and at graduation. 


The High School Band, numbering 50 musicians, has 
worked and improved greatly during the past year. Besides 
the planned trip to Miami, Florida, the group made appear- 
ances during the summer in parades and concerts, played for 
nine football games and parades, rallies and various school 
functions. The group is working hard to become an effective 
concert organization, as well as an effective parade and show 
group. An organization, the Band Parents Club, was formed 
and chartered to help the band and the instrumental program 
in the schools. This organization will continue to help the 
music program in the Falmouth Schools and later, we hope, 
sponsor a rental program of hard-to-obtain instruments. 
Thus, the instrumentation of both the band and orchestra 
may be further improved. 


As in all departments of the school, effects are felt of 
the over-crowding, but we feel that the boys and girls have 
worked and will continue to work efficiently to bring music 
to the lives of many people in Falmouth.

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MUSIC 
Elementary School 

In the elementary schools a basic aim of the music de- 
partment is to instill a deep appreciation of fine music. This 
is in addition to building a firm foundation in music skills 
vocal, theoretical, and instrumental. 

Vocal music in its many phases—listening, rhythmic 
exercises, ear-training, theory, and rhythm instruments, as 
well as singing is taught weekly in all classes from kinder- 
garten to the 6th grade. There are two choruses for the upper 
grades, giving specially interested children an opportunity 
to sing music from many sources. About 120 children partici- 
pate in this program. 

The orchestra gives students an opportunity to play some 
of the worlds great music classics in a simplified version. 

The band also allows students to play together popular 
and familiar melodies. 

We now have two orchestras and one band numbering 
165 members altogether. We have also beginners’ classes in 
instrumental music. Lessons are given weekly. About 120 chil- 
dren participate in this program. 

Differences of ability are allowed for with special assign- 
ments. Last year two students won a full music scholarship 
at a summer music camp in Maine. 

Our music program is constantly expanding, and we 
anticipate bigger and better musical organizations in our 
elementary schools.

LIBRARY 
Lawrence High School 
The Librarian offers the following report of services at 
Lawrence High School Library, for the year 1961. 


We find, at the Library, that this interim period of wait- 
ing for increased working space seems to have coincided with 
one of the most active years the Library has experienced. 
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‘The reasons include: 

1. Increased pupil population. 

2. A marked increase and improvement in teacher-moti- 
vated pupil visits to the Library. 

3. Visiting classes sometimes fill the room completely for 
three periods of one day. 

4. The enthusiasm of Junior High readers. The Library is 
reserved two periods weekly for them. 


Improvements in Capacity and Function: 

We hope to continue to add temporary shelving to the 
Library room through the use of book trucks. Two excellent 
ones were generously given to us by the Central Falmouth 
PTA. 


The Alanar system of pre-cataloging has been seriously 
considered but temporarily is not requested. For this year, it 
seemed best to use all funds available for the direct purchase 
of printed materials. 


Our student assistants, as usual, continue to render in- 
valuable service to the Library. 


Library instruction is given as formerly to the 7th and 
8th grade students, and again to ninth grades. This year, the 
Library collaborated with one of the English teachers in 
offering prizes for the winner in a “Library Treasure Hunt”. 

Much emphasis has been placed on recorded poetry and 
music this year, with appropriate correlated exhibits. 

Book week is always awaited eagerly by our readers and 
this year the large number of new books held their usual 
appeal. Decorations were handled with more student assistance 
than usual and were original as well as being reflections of 
the increased responsibility for Library appearance and 
attractiveness, which our assistants develop. 

We look upon this year as one of successful adjustment 
to a number of situations arising out of our attempt to offer 
libary service to the more or less exacting requirements of 
young people—a fascinating project.

SCHOOL ADJUSTMENT COUNSELLOR 
This report covers the period December 1960 through 
November 1961. The report submitted last year covered the 
period September 1959 through November 1960; therefore 
any comparison of the two reports must be made with that 
in mind. 


At the end of November 1960, the counsellor had a case- 
load of 31 (28 boys, 3 girls). During the 10-month school 
period under consideration, only 20 referrals were made (12 
boys, 8 girls); 6 other cases were reopened during this time. 
Since the counsellor’s arrival in September 1959, 77 different 
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children (56 boys, 21 girls) have been referred. The counsel- 
lor’s caseload at the end of November 1961 was only nine. 
It is thought that part of the difference lies in the fact that 
the counsellor worked in August 1960, therefore starting the 
school year with a caseload, while this was not true in 1961. 


The 20 referrals received came from the following: 12 
from teachers, 4 from other school personnel, 5 from parents, 
and 1 from a community agency. 


Statistically categorizing the reasons for referral shows 
the following: 1—Behavior and Personality: 4 boys, 4 girls; 
2—Academic Problems Involving Social Maladjustment: 8 
boys, 3 girls; 3—Attendance: 0; 4—Home Conditions: 0; 5— 
Neighborhood Conditions: 0; 6—Other: 1 girl. 


Of the 77 referrals received up to this time, 32 children 
(46%) were referred primarily because of behavior which we 
could consider disruptive to the classroom, that is, discipline 
and behavior problems. Twenty-seven (35%) were referred 
because of some difficulty in learning, while the remainder 
were referred because of such things as fears, withdrawn 
behavior, reluctance to attend school, etc. Of the 20 referred 
during this year, eight have severe reading problems; six 
were referred because of disruptive behavior and 7 for learn- 
ing difficulties. 


The 77 referred thus far show the following grade break- 
down: Kindergarten—5; grade 1—12; grade 2—14; grade 3— 
12; grade 4—12; grade 5—12; grade 6—6; special class—2; 
junior high school—2. This year’s 20 referrals are as follows: 
Kindergarten—1; grade 1—5; grade 2—8; grade 3—1; grade 
4—-1; grade 5—3; grade 6—0; special class—1. 


The counsellor during this year has had 571 interviews 
in school, 89 case conferences in school and community, 56 
home and field visits, and 371 consultations concerning chil- 
dren who were not referred but about whom teachers or 
others wished help. This indicates an average of 108.7 inter- 
views per month for this ten-month period, whereas the pre- 
vious period of 14 months shows an average of 98.4 interviews 
per month. 
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The counsellor has continued her activities as a member 
of various community groups, such as the Mental Health 
Association and the Barnstable County Inter-Agency Group, 
as well as having had the opportunity to describe the program 
to interested groups. 


It is felt that the need for this program has very defin- 
ately been established, and its benefit to the school children 
has been shown. Orientation and education by necessity con- 
tinue to be a large part of the program.

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HISTORY OF THE FALMOUTH HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION 


Three Falmouth doctors on April 4, 1955 called a meeting 
which was attended by over 100 persons to discuss the possi- 
bility of a hospital in Falmouth. A committee was chosen 
to investigate, contributions were made, and Mr. Richard 
Vigeurs, Director of the New England Medical Center, was 
chosen to advise them on the need, approximate cost, etc. of a 
community hospital. 


His report was published in full in the local papers in 
August, and Mr. Vigeurs presented and explained his report 
at an open meeting on October 6, 1955. It was then voted to 
form the Falmouth Hospital Association, and a group was 
chosen to act as an interim committee to take the necessary 
steps to achieve the purpose of the Association. 


The interim committee of fifteen organized on November 
9, 1955 and elected officers of the Association. A constitution 
and By-Laws were prepared and presented at a meeting of 
persons who had shown an interest in the project. On April 
9, 1956 it was voted to incorporate the Falmouth Hospital 
Association as a charitable non-profit organization. Fifteen 
trustees were elected who then proceeded to elect officers. 
The Association was duly incorporated as a charitable Associ- 
ation by the Commonwealth on April 18, 1956. 


In February 1957 H. J. Pettengill was engaged as executive 
secretary. During the summer of 1957, solicitations were made 
to a selected group of persons which resulted in $280,000 in 
cash and pledges. In addition, a gift of 14% acres of land 
centrally located and accessible from Route 28 was received. 


Encouraged by the reception of this limited appeal, the 
trustees planned a campaign for 1958 which would reach 
every family in Falmouth. Haney Associates of Newton were 
engaged to conduct the campaign, which ending on Septem- 
ber 18, 1958 produced pledges and cash amounting to $550,000. 
Over 2,500 persons have contributed, and as of December 31, 
1961, the Association had the following assets: Building Fund 
$1,274,601 (inclusive of $400,000 Federal Grant), Endowment 
Fund $31,500 and a hospital site of twenty-six acres. 


The Architectural firm of Aisner and Atwood was engaged 
in October 1958. 


In October 1959 it was voted by the Falmouth Hospital 
Association to discharge the Architectural firm of Aisner and 
Atwood due to conflicting concepts on hospital design. 


January 25, 1960 the Architectural firm of Markus and 
Nocka was retained, and preliminary drawings were approved 
by the Board of Trustees on October 4, 1960. 


Mr. John J. McDonald commenced his duties as the Ad- 
ministrator in September 1960. 


The final plans and specifications for a 58 bed acute 
general hospital were completed and sent out for bid in 
May 1961. The low contract price received exceeded the bud- 
get by approximately $270,000. The plans were re-studied and 
re-submitted July 27, 1961. The low bid received was from 
the Wexler Construction Company, Newton Highlands, Mass- 
achusetts in the amount of $1,008,800. The contract was 
signed and construction commenced on October 9, 1961. Com- 
pletion is expected in the spring of 1963. 


The Hospital will have 58 beds; 13 obstetrical, 6 intensive 
care and 39 medical surgical beds. The building will be so 
constructed to permit expansion to 200 beds when the need 
arises and when funds become available. The operating suite 
consists of two operating rooms, a nurses station, a utility 
room and a 6 bed post-operative recovery room. The labor 
and delivery area will have two delivery rooms, two private 
labor rooms and the necessary work areas. 


The diagnostic and treatment facilities include a clinical 
laboratory, diagnostic x-ray, and an emergency room suite. 


The building will be a four story structure with the 
ancillary services located on the ground floor and the ad- 
ministrative, business offices, and obstetrical—delivery rooms 
on the first floor. The second floor will have the 6-bed inten- 
Sive care unit and the medical surgical patient room area. 


The most modern concepts in hospital furniture and 
equipment will be provided for the comfort and benefit of the 
patients. Falmouth will be proud of this very fine institution.
